Paris, June 5.—There were violent scenes 
mm the chamber of deputies this afternoon 
owing to royalist denunciations of Presi- 
dent Loubet, and the soldiers on duty had 
to expel the chief anti-Loubet speaker, M. 

The chamber of 
deputies met at 2 o'clock this afternoon.

M. La Loge, who moved the interpellation, 
rose at 2:% o'clock p. m and said the hour 
of action had struck. This provoked cheers 
from the leftists an@ murmurs from the 
rightists, and a babel of cries in which 
MM. Casagnac and Lasiiles, anti-semite, 
participated. M. La Loge asked the premier 
if he had been warned beforehand of yes- 
terday’s demonstration. He then eulogized 
President Loubet, who, he said, undertook

the presidency in a time of stress. (Loud 
applause.) 
M. Rious de Largentaye, conservative, 


representing division of Dinan, Cotes-Du- 
Nord, shouted: 

“Loubet is not honest; 
malst!’’ 

The statements called: for violent protests 
and shouts of ‘‘order;’”’ but M. De Largen- 
taye persisted in spite of the uproar and 
hooting, in declaring honest men were ar- 
rested yesterday. This was followed with 
shouts of ‘down with Loubet,”’ and a scene 
ef wild excitement The leftists 
ghouted at the top of their voices: 

“Censure with temporary exclusion.” 

President Deschanel ordered M. Largen- 
taye to withdraw, but the latter refused, 
and the session was suspended, the deputies 
being requested to withdraw in order that 
M. De Largentaye be expelled. 

Soldiers Enter the Chambe*. 

The commanding officer on duty at the 
Palais Bourbon then entered the chamber 
of deputies with a squad of soldiers and 
Tequested M. De Largentaye to withdraw. 
The latter waited until many of his col- 
leagues had left the house, and then rose 
and walked out, escorted by the soldiers. 
There was cheering and counter cheering 
when M. De Largentaye appeared in the 
corridors,

“The representatives of elegance and good 
taste have given us an idea of what France 
May expect from their idleness and indo- 
lence, We knew secret meetings had taken 
Place, and that preparations were made for 
demonstrations. We took measures for the 
President's protection in driving to and 
from the race course, and nothing occurred 
On the way.” 

Here a royal deputy cried: 

“You hid him,” 

“No, but your friends 
Wwomen,”’ M. Dupuy retorted. 

Protests from the rightists followed and 

Lasios, anti-semite, cried: 

‘Lotbet and Delcasse, the minister of 
foreign affairs, hid behind policemen.” 


This statement was followed by an up- 
Toar lasting several minutes. When com- 
parative quiet had been restored M. Dupuy 
said:

“We stationed police at the paddock with 
Orders to intervene immediately in case of 
& demonstration and they did so, though 
they met with much opposition and pro- 
tests. I assume all responsibility.” 

Dupuy Has Evil Eye. 

‘You have the evil eye,” cried M, Lastos,

All the police,” M. Dupuy continued, 

did their duty and an individual threw 
himself on the vresident of the republic, 
who remaineg calm. The proceedings at 
Auteuil were all the more disgusting, be- 
a they occurred in the presence of 
oreign representatives.

| was a conspiracy. We are satisfied the ac- 


cused are members of the clubs which the 
government bas decided to close. 

“Yesterday's demonstrations pretend to 
represent France in the army, but the pub- 
lic was against them. We are supporters 
of the republic and republicans who do 
not mix with those who only borrowed 
the name in order to better destroy her. 
You have given us a countersign we intend 
to uphold. If you give us your confidence 
we shall know how to defend our jnstitu- 
tions from those who attack them.” (Ap- 
plause.) 

“The country is sick of the republic,” 
M De Casagnac, conservative, here inter- 
jected. “‘As to the affair which has divided 
the nation and families, it will yet weigh 
heavily against you. The stories current in 
regard to measures which you propose 
against the generals—” 

“A certain amount of courage,” exclaime 
ed the premier, ‘is required to do what we 
propose.”’ 

“To drag before a high court,” retorted 
M. Cavaignac, the former minister of war, 
“your former colleague. You have cause to 
Close the clubs. The nation is awakening 
and is only awaiting the right man.” (Ap 
plause.) 

After further debate, M. Meline and his 
Supporters moved the order of the day, 
approving of the government's action, It 
Was carried without a division after the 
first part had been adopted by a vote of 
o13 to -32 and the second part had been 
voted by 326 to 173. 

The chamber by 299 to 238 votes decided 
to adjourn the appointment of a commis- 
sion to inquire into the conduct of General 
Mercier, the former minister of war, until 
after the court martial at Rennes, which 
is to try Dreyfus, as a result of the de- 
Cision of the court of cassation. 

The scenes at Auteuil on Sunday and in 
the chamber of deputies yesterday have 
only had the effect of increasing the popu- 
larity of President Loubet and of strength- 
ening the hands of the government. Coun- 
tess Tornielli, wife of the Itallan ambas- 
sador to France, was sitting on M. Lou- 
bet’s left during the attack and he asked 
her whether she intendeg to stay. She re- 
plied: 

“Certainly, monseiur le president, 
not in the place of honor?’ 

Count Boni de Castellane has written a 
letter to The Echo de Paris denying the 
statements of newspapers that the countess 
(formerly Anna Gould, of New York,) placed 
herself at the head of the Jeunesse Royalist 
at the Auteuil] demonstration yesterday. 
The count declares his wife does not belong 
to the clubs, and that she did not leave 
her seat, from which she could not even 
see what was ocgurring. 

The municipal council this afternoon dis- 
cussed the Auteuil affair and M. Blanc, 
prefect of police, announced that fifty of 
those under arrest woy:d be prosecuted for 
insulting the president. He antmadverted 
severély upon the cowardice of Count 
Christiani, who now pretends’ that he 
struck the president by-accident In his at- 
tempt to escape from the melee. 

The council unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution expressing its abhorrence to the in- 
sulting demonstration and its respectful 
Sympathy with and confidence In ‘M. Lou- 
bet. 
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TO REMOVE ADVOCATE GENERAL 


Loubet Presides at Meeting of the 
French Ministers. 

Paris, June 5.—The ministers met this 
morning, President Loubet in the chair, 
and décided to remove the advocate gen- 
eral, M. Lobart, and the minister of justice, 
M. Lebret, was directed to begin proceed- 
ings agairst M. Tardiff, president of. the 
assizes court, before the council of magis- 
tracy for the way in which they conducted 
the cases aguinst MM. De Roulede and 
Marcel-Habert, who wer& acquitted Wed- 
nesday, last, of the charge of inciting sol- 
diers to insubordination, at the time of the 
election of President Loubet. The cabinet 
did not arrive at any decision respecting 
Generals De Boisdeffre and Gonse, pending 
the result of the inquiry regarding Du 
Paty de Clam. 

The ministers also decided to transfer 
General Roget, who commanded the troops 
which M. De Roulede attempted to_lead to 
the Elysee palace at the time of. the elec- 
tion of President Loubet from Paris to 


Orleans. 


RADICAL DEPUTIES NOT PLEASED 


Measures Adopted by Cabinet Not 
Strong Enough. 


Paris, June 5.—The socialist and radical 
deputies in the lobbies of the chamber 
eagerly discussed the measures adopted by 
the cabinet and criticised them as inade- 
quate. They demand the closing of all 
royalist clubs. 

The division with reference 
Mercier caused great surprise. 

The republican deputies of all shades of 
opinion have sent President Loubet an ad- 
dress assuring him oftheir’ respectful 
esteem and of their devotion to republican 
institutions. i 

The leftists moved that the court of 
cassation be placarded everywhere in 
France, and M. Jourde, socialist, rose and 
admitted he had been mistaken about the 
Dreyfus affair, and had reparation to make. 
He added he was surprised M.Cavaignac had 
not proceeded to the tribute which caused 
the latter to say: 

“T have already made reparation by dis- 
covering and making known the error com- 
mitted. 

M. Brisson said: ‘“The cabinet I presided 
over was unfortunate enough to cause to 
be placarded a speech containing mis- 
statements. I ask the chamber to vote the 
placarding of the verdict of the court of 
cassation.” 

The premier did not oppose the placarding 
of the verdict, which was adopted by a 
vote of 317 to 212. The house then ad- 
journed. . 


CRUISER SENT FOR DREYFUS.

form of His Rank. 

Fort de France, Is!land of Martinique, 
June 5.—The admiral commanding the 
French squadron in these waters received 
yesterday an order to send the cruiser 
Sfax to take Dreyfus from Devil's island, 
off the coast of French Guinea, and convey 


him to France. The Sfax, which is com- 
manded by Captain Coffiniers de Nordeck, 
left for Devil's island at 10 o'clock yesterday 
evening. 

It was not until 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon that her commander was notified to 
sail and the cruiser left as soon as shp 
could get up steam and take on board the 
necessary provisions. 

The authorities of Cayenne foresaw four 
days ago that the Sfax would leave Fort de 
France on her present mission and at 2 
o'clock this afternoon the dispatch boat 
Goeland, stationed in the waters of French 
Guinea, left Cayenne, the capital, for 
Devil's island, having on board the super- 
intendent of the penitentiary and the com- 
mander of the marine artillery. These of- 
ficlals are delegated by the French govern- 
ment to officially notify Dreyfus of the 
revision of his trial. 

Dreyfus received the day before yester- 
day a cablegram announcing the decision 


of the court of cassation. Dreyfus still 


remains under charges after being offkcially 
notified of the court’s decision in his case, 
but he will be able to resume wearing the 
military uniform of his rank in order to 
So appear before the council of war. 

The dispatch boat Goeland took also a 
captain of the Cayenne gendarmerie with 
a squad of gendarmes to act as a guard 
to Dreyfus, who, from this day, ceases to 
be under the surveillance of the agents of 
the prison administration. 

Telegrams to him or from him, however, 
are in the meantime subject to the super- 
vision of the prison authorities. 


MAY PROCEED AGAINST MERCIER

Du Paty de Clam Placed Documents 
for His Defense. 

Paris, June 5—-The Matin today publishes 
an interview with Major Comte Esterhazy, 
in which Esterhazy accuses Lieutenant 
Colonel Du Paty de Clam of having, for 
safety, placed in his mother-in-law’s house 
at Brussels extraordinary documents which 
protect them both, notably a long report 
by General Gonse, discussigg the plan to 
be followed tn order to screen ee 

The Matin’s correspondent at Brussels 
confirms the statement that Du Paty de 
Clam left documents in the possession of 
the D’Ursel family. Du Paty de Clam’s 
wife is a daughter of the Duchess D’Ursel, 
grand mfstress of the queen's household 
and the queen's god daughter. 

The minister of war, M. Krantz, has or- 
dered proceedings to be taken against 
Esterhazy for obtaining and using docu- 
ments connected with the so-called ‘‘secret 
dossier’ the minister has also issued 
instructions that proceedings be taken 
against General Pelleux for the manner in 
which he conducted the Esterhazy case. 

The minister of justice, M. Lebret, has 
wrten to the president of the chamber of 
deputies, M. Deschanel, calling his atten- 
tion to the reference in the decision of the 
court of cassation to General Mercier’s 
showing disconnected with the Dreyfus 
courtmartia] in order «that the chamber 
may decide whether (Mercier is to be pro- 
ceeded against for an unlawful act com- 
mitted while he was minister of war.

SEVEN HEAT PROSTRATIONS. 


One Man Dies in Springfield, 0., and 
Another Is in Danger. 
Springfield, O., June 6.—There were seven 
heat prostrations here today. James Peters 
died tonight. James Johnston will prob- 

ably die. The others are recovering. 
Ninety-Six in the Shade. 
Springfield, I111., June 5.—This was the 
hottest day for this early in June that has 
been known in Springfield since the weath- 
er bureau was established here. The ther- 
mometers on the streets in the bustness 
part of the city reached a maximum of 95 
and 9% in the shade. 
One Sunstroke in Toledo. 
Toledo, O., June 6.—This is the hottest 
June day in Toledo in the history of the 
weather bureau. One gsunstroke is report- 
ed. Highest temperature 95%. 
Chicago’s Third Day of It. 
Chicago, June 7.—This was the third day 
of excessive heat, the maximum being 90 
degrees. A number of horses were killed 
by the heat. 


Three Sunstrokes in Cincinna:t 
Cincinnati, O., June 5.—The mercury this 
afternoon reached 93 by the government 
instruments and 96 by street thermometers. 
Three sunstrokes were reported, of which 
that of James G. Thompson, an inmate of 
the Cincinnati! hospital, was fatal. 


Two Prostrations in Cleveland 
Cleveland, O., June 6.—Bert Higgins, 
aged nineteen, was overcome by heat to- 
day and the doctors say he may die. Frank 
Tobin was also prostrated and is In a seri- 
ous condition. 


Louisville Has the 90s. 

Louisville, Ky., June 6.—It was very hot 
here today—up itn the nineties—but no 
prostrations are reported, Cool breezes 
tempered the flerce rays of Old Sol. 

St. Louis Had a Warm Day. 

St. Louis, Mo:, June 5.—At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon the thermometer rose to 9% in 
the shade, the highest this summer. 
There were two cases of heat prostrations, 
but ‘both will recover. The city hospital 
has erected a tent to be used as an emer- 
gency ward for such cases this summer. 

New York Has a Hot Day. 

New York, June 5.—This was the hottest 
day of the season in New York city and 
there were no cases of prostration. At 4 
o'clock in the afternoon the thermometer 
registered 97 in the shade. 
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AKIDNAPERS RETURNED TO JAIL. 


Rockland County Retains M-. and 
Mrs. Barrow as Prisoners. 

New York, June 5.—Mr. and Mrs. Barrow, 
accused of kidnaping little Marion Clark 
waived examination before Justice of the 
Peace Herbert, at Garnerville, Rockland 
county, today, and were committed to the 
county jail to await the action of the grand 
jury, which meets in October. 

All efforts of the New York county au- 
thorities to obtain possession of the pris- 
oners have failed thus far, and unless Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt should interfere the New 
York authorities cannot get the prisoners 
until after they have been tried in Rock- 
land county. 

The grand jury here has returned indict- 
ments against the kidnapers. The first is 
against George W. Barrow, alias Mark 
Beauregard, alias James W. Wilson. The 
second is against Addie Barrow, otherwise 
known as Addie Beauregard and Jennie 
Wilson. The third ts against Carrie Jones, 
known as Bella Anderson. 

The indictments are in common law 
counts and charge abduction, kidnaping and 
conspiracy,

DEMOCRATS WILL 
DEPOSE. BRYAN 


New York's Senator-Elect Predicts 
Mckinley and Hobart's Renom- 
ination and Election, 


SAYS SILVER IS DEAD ISSUE 


After-Dinner Orator Declares That the 
Nebraskan's Followers WIll Glve 
Gorman Leader's Place, 


HAS ENGLISHMEN AS AN AUDIENCE 


Cheuncey Depew, Leaving London for 
Paris, Does Some Talking, but 
It Remains To Be Seen 
Whether He Is a 
Prophet.

London, June 5.—Senator-elect Chauncey 
M. Depew, with his son, Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew, Jr., will leave for Paris tomorrow. 


‘It is impossible to say what will develop 
in France as the outcome of the present 
political conditions,” he remarked to the 
correspondent of the Associated Press, “and 
l propose to watch events there for a 
week or so myself. My son and I will go 
to the Lyceum theater tonight to see Hen- 
ry Irving in Sardou's ‘Robespierre,’ and 
then go over and see modern French his- 
tory made. 

“It looks to me as if the young exquis- 
ites who attacked M. Loubet yesterday 
may find themselves in a tight place. I 
imagine that an attack upon the chief 
magistrate might lead to a long imprison- 
men. The main element of doubt as to the 
punishment of these royalists is what a 
French jury may do. A man rises and 
cries ‘vive la France’ and ‘vive Yarmee;’ 
and it makes no differénce what the evi- 
dence may be, he is acquitted.” 

Mr. Depew got a new idea of the density 
of London's traffic and population today 
when he attempted to accept the invitation 
of the lord mayor of Ja@anaijon, Sir John B. 
Moore, to take lunch with the prince of 
Wales, the duke of York and Mr. Joseph 
H. Choate, the United States ambassador, 
at Mansion house, the official residence of 
the lord mayor. He actually got within a 
few blocks of his destination, but found 
the streets so packed that he was utterly 
unable to proceed either in his cab or on 
foot and was compeiled to return to his 


hotel. 

Referring to politics, Senator-elect Depew 
said: 

‘T have every reason to think that Mr. 
McKinley and Mr. Hobart will be renom- 
inated with opposition and re-elected. If 
the democrats met today they would nom- 
inate William J. Bryan as their presiden- 
tial candidate. On the other hand, a large 
faction of democrats are anxious to rid 
themselves of the free silver burden; and 
they are taking up the anti-expansion and 
anti-trust cries. So it looks as if by the 
time the convention meets they will be 
ready for a big political trade. 

“They will bargain to buy off free silver 
by giving up the demand for a big army 
and navy and wil! @€o9 before the cguntry 
on an anti-imperialism, anti~<orporation, a 
socialistic and labor party basis.-If this 
occurs there will be another fight; but the 
republicans will win. Such a platform 
would mean the nomination of Mr. Gor- 
man.’’ 

Mr. Depew predicted success for the 
American -campaign in the Philtppines, 
which he said would undoubtedly be re- 
moved from politics before the next pres- 
idential conventions. With regard to trusts 
he remarked: 

“The tendency now is not to form trusts, 
but to avoid the legislation existing against 
them by simply making great corporations 
trusts. 

“This will bring its own cure, however, 
in a tendency to over-capitalize, so that 
the smaller firm can compete.”’ 

Mr. Depew mentioned ‘tthe sugar and 
whisky trusts ag instances. 
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ALLISON ON FINANCIAL PLANRS. 


Serator Declares Next Congress Will 
Pass a Measure. 
Washington, June 5.—Senator Allison, of 
the senate finance committee; in an inter- 

view today, said: 

“In my judgment the next congress will 
pass a financml measure. My judgement 
also is that the finance committee will take 
up the finanelal question anew. The bill 
agreed upon by the republican commtttee 
of the house will, no doubt, be laid before 
us in the nature of a suggestion, and we 
will consider it, as we will do other plans 
which represent commendable features. 
Perhaps in the future we will meet with the 
gentlemen of the house, but nothing defin- 
ite in that directiion thas been arranged.” 

‘Have you any idea along what lines 
the currency legislation will be framed?’ 


“T do not anticipate any very radical 
measures. We want to maintain our 
Standard and at the same time give the 


country a safe and yet a flex!ble currency. 
Tt is said that we ought to declare for the 
gold standard, but we ate on the gold 
standard now. The recommendations of 
the president relative to the issue of na- 
tional bank currency to the par value of 
the bonds deposited with the United States 
treasurer, a decrease In the tax on nation- 
al bank circulation, and the payment of 
gold for greenbacks with the latter tak- 
en out of the treasuruy, are all 
of enactment into law, and I ghould not 
be surprised to see them adopted. There 
may be some new suggestions, as, for in- 
stance, some legislation regarding our sil- 
ver certificates, which will remove them 
from the least degree of uncertainty. There 
are now about $380,000,000 of silver notes in 
circulation, and while they are as good as 
gold, and while there is not the slightest 


doubt of the ability of the country to gus- 


worthy |} 
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tain them, whether we legislate or not, 
there have been some suggestions that we 
ought to make their status certain.” 


NEW YORK CONGRESSMEN MEET. 


Delegation May Place Itself Under 
Henderson’s Banner. 

New York, June 5.—Congressman Sher- 
man, of Utica, came here today to prepare 
for the meeting of the republican congress- 
men from New York state, which will be 
held at the Fifth avenue hotel tomorrow. 

Congressman George Wray, of Norwich, 
said today: 

“Henderson has enough votes to elect 
him already and in a few days he will have 
nearly every state in the union back of 
him. Under the circumstances all that the 
New York delegation can do is to fall into 
line tomorrow and whoop it up for Hender- 
son,”’

Chicago, June.5.—Congressman David B.

ANTI-TRUST MEETING CALLED.

Sayers, of Texas, Wires Governors of 
All Southern States. 

Austin, Tex., June 5.—Governor Sayers to- 
day telegraphed all the governors and attor- 
neys general of the southern states a call 
for an anti-trust convention, to meet in St. 
Louls September 20th, for the purpose of 
securing concerted action against trusts. 

The governor’s letter sent out reads: 

“Austin, Tex., June 5, 1899—Dear Sir: Af- 
ter much reflecting I have concluded that 
it would not be improper for me to sug- 


attorneys general of the several states 
and territories be held to consider the ef- 
fect which the formation of trusts is hav- 
ing upon the country and, if possible, to 
agree upon a character of legislation that 
will not only force those now in existence 
into dissolution, but will also prevent their 
further creation. 

“IT am firmly of the opinion that if as 
many as twenty states can be induced to 
adopt a uniform policy in reference to this 
generally admitted evil, and will enforce 
such policy with vigor, relief will surely 
and quickly follow. It cannot be doubted 
that in this matter state action is neces- 
sary and that uniformity in the enactment 
and enforcement of legislation is indispen- 
sable. I have, therefore, to respectfully 
suggest to your excellency and to the at- 
torney general of your state, that a confer- 
ence to consist of the governors and attor- 
neys general of such states and territories 
as May see proper to attend be held at St. 
Louis, on Wednesday, the 20th day of Sep- 
tember, 1899, for the purpose of taking such 
action as may be deemed proper respecting 
the subject matter of this communication. 
An eariy reply advising me of your views 
and intentions {ts requested. I have the hon- 
or to be very respectfully, your obedient

Philadelphia, June 6§6.—Frank Thomson, 
president of the Pennsylvania Ratlroad

Grand Jury Hears the Aged Lady Recite 
her Experience, 


PRISONER INDICTED IN SHORT TIME 


Officers of Court Busy in Summoning 
Jurymen To Decide the Fate of 
Bell—Cool Heads Prevent 
Mob Violence in Polk 
County.

Cedartown, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—Con- 
servatism has triumphed thus fare in deal- 
ing with the terrible crime of the negro 
rapist, and there is every prospect that the 
law wil) be allowed to take its course. 
Judge Janes had the bailiffs busy yester- 
day summoning the last grand jury to re- 
appear for service, and promptly at 10 
o'clock this morning he opened court in 
special session for the purose of trying this 
single case. This course of Judge Janes is 
warmly commended by all law-abiding citi- 
zens, and if lynching for rape is ever stop- 
ped in Georgia, it will be by such prompt 
action on the part of our judiciary. The 
specia} charge of Judge Janes to the grand 
jury was strong and clear. He expressed 
his appreciation of the cool-headed manner 
in which our people had passed through 
this crisis, and called attention to the fact 
that Georgians—and even Georgia mobs— 
are generally cool-headed; that they never 
enter on a work of reckless destruction, 
but do only that which they started out to 


' do. while mobs in other sections often 


strike out blindly. He thanked the jury for 
their full and prompt response to the sum- 
mons of the court, stating that he felt re- 
enforced by their presence in hig upholding 
of the majesty of the law. It took the 
grand jury less than an hour to examine 
witnesses and find a true bill against Grant 
Bell for the rape of Mrs. Lumpkin. The 
jury has for its foreman Colonel G. W. 
Featherstone, a prominent merchant, and 
the entire body is composed of our best citi- 
zens. 
Court Officers Arrive. 

Solicitor General W. T. Roberts reached 
Cedartown this morning at 8 o'clock, from 
Douglasville, accompanied by the official 
stenographer, Colonel H. M. Nicholes, of 
this place, but who happened to be tn At- 
lanta yesterday. The first official act of the 
solicitor was to deat a bill of indictment, 
which all belleve seals the doom of the 
negro rapist. Solicitor Roberts ts a clear- 
headed man, careful in his official conduct, 
and is proceeding in this important matter 
with caution and prevision. As soon as the 
bill was reported, Judge Janes proceeded to 
draw a special venire of seventy-two jurors, 
and the list was at once given to the bafl- 
iffs, who are now busy covering the county 
In the service of summons for jury duty 
tomorrow. Judge Janes will reconvene 
court at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning, 
when the prisoner will be placed on trial 
for his awfu} crime. The court will Le 
governed by the wishes of the family, and 
if they so desire, all spectators will be ex- 
cluded form the courtroom, except the law- 
yers, court officials and representatives of 
the press. This decision will prove a keen 
disappointment to many, who are anxious 
to hear the graffic recital by the victim of 
her cruel outrage and shame. In this mat- 
ter of respecting the feelings and wishes of 
the parties in the case, Judge Janes has the 
approbation and appreciation of thoyghtful 
people for the delicate regard shown this 
aged lady, regardless of publie curiosity 
or eagerness to hear the details of the trial. 


Courageous Officers. 

Sheriff W. T. Crocker, the brave officer 
who stood on the jail porch, and with his 
posse held at bay the mob clamoring for 
the negro’s blood, has kept his nerve 
throughout this trying ordeal. Fearless as 
a lion, cool and determined, his courage 
and good judgment, together with his pop- 
ularity, have been a breakwater between 
violence and the maintenance of order. 
His courageous deputy, Mr. John B. 
Hogg, also did effective service with his 
chief, and the two officers are receiving 
the praise of all good men on their exhibi- 
tion of nerve and excellent conduct. 

On last Saturday night, when the mob 
was surging about the jail, Colonel D. A. 
Whitehead, who resides about five miles in 
the country, and Mr. Jack Whitehead, one 
of Rockmart’s prominent business men, 
came to Cedartown fired by an almost un- 
contfolable determination to have the ne- 
gro’s neck, Lut after talking with Judge 
danes, who is a close persona] friend, they 
curbed their fury and decided to let the 
law take its course. As they are brothers 
of Mrs. Lumpkin, and she being a widow, 
Judge Janes conferred with them about the 
disposition of the prisoner. This conduct 
on the part of the family relatives has been 
universally commended, and demonstrates 
in the strongest possible way the conserva- 
tism of Polk county's citizenship. The 
Whiteheads are of an old Virginia family, 
honored and influential in both county and 
church matters in Polk, and their example 
under the powerful strain of such a blow 
deserves the greatest praise. The White-

The excite- 
ment continued throughout the day and last 
night. 

About midnight a crowd surrounded the 

house where he was and began to threaten 
him. He attempted to escape and on meet- 
ing the demonstrators emptied his revolver, 
wounding two persons. 
' The crowd closed in and captured him 
and he was lynched in the public square. 
The anxiety following the excitement caus- 
ed a committee of Spaniards to come to 
Havana yesterday to ask the interference 
of General Brooke. He could not cecelve 
them before a lata hour of the evening, but 
he readily offered to send a detachment of 
American soldiers to the town. The com- 
mittee, which left San Antonio before the 
lynching, returned to find Labregat dead.

The run 
from Honolulu to San Francisca is about 
eight days, so that he will evidently be 
there for some time before sailing- for San 
Francisco, as he makes his date of arrival 
there June 25th. 


NEW ORLEANS AFTER SEWERS. 


Citizens Will Vote on Creating a Bond- 
ed Debt for the Work, 


New Orleans, June 5.—One of the most 
important electiong ever held here will be 
that of tomorrow. It will decide whether 
New Orleans is to have modern sewerage 
and drainage, increasing the barriers 
against the introduction of pestilential dis- 
eases, or whether the proposed vast scheme 
of improvements shall be postponed to some 
future time. 

The best of opinion is that the 2 mills 
tax will be voted by a large majority. There 
are no apparent evidences of opposition, 
and unless there is a surprise in the silent 
vote, practically the entire yote cast will 
be favorable. About thirty thousand prop- 
erty holders are eligible to vote, but it is 
not expected that more than 5,000 wil) avail 
themselves of the opportunity. A majority 
of thesg latter will carry the tax. 

If drainage and sewerage wins an effort 
‘will be made to have the governor convene 
a special session of the legislature in order 
that the proper authority may be obtained 
for the issue of bonds to be covered by the 
revenues obtained from the 2 mills tax, 
which will rdn for. forty-three years.

The Hague, June 6.—The arbitration 


committee of the peace conference held a 
meeting today under the chairmanship of 
M. Leon Bourgeois. Mr. Andrew D. White, 
head of the United States delegation; Sir 


Julian Pauncefote, head of the British dele- 
gation, and M. De Staal, head of the, Rus- 
sian delegation, with all the members of 
the committee presént. 

After IM. Bourgeois had made a sympa- 
thetic reference to the death of Miss 
Roth, daughter of Dr. Roth, head of the 
Swiss delegation, who was Killed in a 
railway accident last Thursday at Flush- 
ing, the secretary of the drafting commit- 
tee read the draft scheme of mediation it 


had had under consideration. 

Articles 1 and 2 are declaratory—to the 
effect that the signatory powers, in order 
to prevent a recourse to force, have agreed 
to effect pacific golutions of differences 
and will except in exceptional circum- 
stances before an appeal to force, have re- 
course to the mediation of one or more 
friendly powers. 

Article 3. Independently of a recourse to 
such amicable means, the signatories deem 
it expedient that one or more powers not 
concerned in the conflict should offer its 
or their own initiative and so far as cir- 
cumstances will permit its or their good 
offices of mediation to the states at vari- 
ance. The right to offer good offices of 
mediation belongs to powers not concerned 
in the conflict, even during the. course of 
actual hostilities, and the exercise of this 
right can never be vonsidered by the par- 
ties at variance as an unfriendly act. 

Article 4 provides that the role of media- 
tor shall consist in the reconciliation of 
cunflicting claims and the allaying of Dit- 
terness between states at variance. 

Article 5, defining the limitation of the 
functions of a mediator, says these shall 
cease on the moment when it is stated by 
one of the parties to the dispute or by 
the mediator; tha&t.the arrangements or 
the basis of a friendly understanding pro- 
posed by him is not accepted. 

Article 6 says that the good offices con- 
templated, either at the instance of the 
parties at Variance or on the initiative of 
uninvolved powers are exclusively of the 
character of friendly counsel. 

Article 7 asserts acceptance of medl- 
ation cannot have the effect except by vir- 
tue of a convention to the contrary of in- 
terrupting or retarding or hampering 
mobilizing or other preparations for war. 
If mediation intervenes after «he opening 
of hostilities 4t shall not interrupt except 
by virtue of a convention to the contrary 
military operations in course of execution. 

Article 8 The signatures are in accord 
to recommend in al] circumstances permit- 
ting it, special mediation in the following 
form: In the event of grave differences 
threatening political states at variance 
shall choose respectively a power to which 
each shall confide the mfssion of entering 
into deliberations with the power chosen 
by the other side, in order to prevent a 
rupture of friendly relacions. During the 
currency of their mandate, which except 
In the event of a stipulation to the con- 
trary, shall not exceed fhirty days, the 
question in dispute shall be considered as 
referred exclusively to these powers. They 
shall apply all thelr efforts to settle the 
dispute and in the event of an actual rup- 
ture of friendly relations shall remain 
charged with the mission of taking ad- 
vantage of every occasion to restore 
peace, 

The draft was adopted without modifica- 
tion, although the committee stipulated 
that it should be subject to modifications 
at the second reading. .

CAPTURE A MATTER OF TIME 


A Gieat Vengeance Has Taken Hold of 
the People of the Community, 


EXCITING TIME YESTERBAY AFTERNODK 


Party of Citizens Interrupts Neg-> Pic- 
nic To Search for Black Assaulfter 
in Cabin Where He Was 
Supposed To Be Hiiden 
by His Friends. 


DESCRIPTION ON MINIFEE. 

Six feet two or three inches nigh 
weighs 208 pounds, of dark ginger 
cake color, front teeth wide apart, has 
Icng upper lip, when last seen wore 
short side burns with thin mustaches, 
of quick movement and a man of giant 
strength. 


Austell, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)\—The fore- 
going is given by the people of Dallas, 
who have seen Minifee in their midst for 
the past ten years, as the description of 
the man whose capture seems to have be- 
come the sole desire of the people in this 
sction of the state. At a late hour tonight 
the chase which has progressed steadily 
during the day has ccme to nothing defi- 
nite, although a number of rumors have 
reached Austell to the effect that Minifee 
Was seen near here in one place or the 
other. 

The greatest excitement prevailed today 
when a report was hurriedly brought to 
this town that Minifee had been seen to 
enter a cabin on the road between here and 
Lithia Springs. A negro picnic was being 
held between the two towns and several 
hundred colored people from the surround- 
ing county were congregated at the picnic 
grounds. A citizen, a member of the mob, 
who had been appointed to keep a watch 
near the picnickers, came into Lithia 
Springs this afternoon with the announce- 
ment that Minifee or a@ man looking 
strangely like him, had just entered a 
tabin on the road. The stranger was arm- 
»d with two pistols, plainly exposed at his 
waist, and his presence at the place evi- 
jently caused come excitement among the 
negroes. 

In a few minutes the members of the 
searching party at Lithia Springs were as- 
sembled and a telegram was sent to Aus- 
ell asking for assistance. When the news 
reached this place the wildest excitement 
prevailed for the time. A good number of 
the citizens were away and have been 
tway since morning following the chase on 
ihe road to Campbeliton. The absence of 
ihe younger men, however, did not deter 
‘the older fellows from coming gladly in 
response to the Lithia Springs telegram, 
ind the sight of old.white-haired fellows 
filing out of their homes with archaic 
weapons brandishing in the air was one 
ihat brought the greater part of Austell 
© the station to see them off. A north- 
ound freight coming from the direction 
Lithia was stopped and an attempt 
nade by some of the party to get the con- 
luctor to turn back. The conductor had his 
irders, however, otherwise, as he explained, 
tis train would be at the service of the 
Austell people. 

As the party of fully fifty men, all armed, 
tame to the picnic grounds the negroes 
fave way respectfully and thorough pearch 
Was made of the cabin and premises of 
the place where Minifee was supposed to 
be. The search amounted to nothing ex- 
fept the arrest of half a dozen negroes , 
who in some way or the other resembled | 
Minifee. The majority of them were soon | 


turned loose, but one or two were held by 
the Austell authorities. There is not the 
@ast probability, however, that any of the 
brisoners are Minifee, but the people here 
ire not disposed to let the slightest chance 
to by unaccepted. 

Minifee has a half brother living at Ac- 
Worth, Ga., and there isa strong belief that 
the fugitive may ibe in that neighborhood. 
[t was reported this afternoon that Harve 
Minifee had been seen near Howells, and a 
party of men went toward the river, near 
that yillage, this afternoon. Some of thern 
returned at an early hour tonight with the 
‘Cport that nothing had been seen or heard 
oi the negro. There is little hope enter- 
tained of his being found in the vicinity 
of Howells, nad considering the diligent 
search that has been instituted fn the 
neighborhood for the past two days, the 
becple are beginning to believe that Minifee 
cculd not have disappeared more success- 
fully had the ground opened up and swal- 
lowed him. 

News reached Austell tonight from Dallas 
that while Minifee’s victim, Leomie Smith, 
is in a dangerous condition, still there is 
no fear at the present time that the shock 
to her system will result fatally. The more 
the people of Paulding county think of the 
crime, the innccence of the life abandonel 
to a living grave, the cowardly inhumanity 
of the assaulter, his beastly overpowering 
strength, the greater ig their desire for the 
‘apture of the brute and his death in the 
Way that will nearest atone for the crime 
against him. 

The people here will tell you that there |

can be no sympathy such as would turn 
over @ man, white or black, capable of 
euch a crime, to an officer of the law. You 
can hear on every hand the blunt, sound ar- 
gtment that no man is going to stand iy 
and hum and haw with a mad dog in the 
read; that if there was ever a man who to 
all intent and purpose hag made of himself 
a brute, it is the man they are hunting for 
in the name of vengeance, 

There is not the slightest probability that 
the hunt for Harve Minifee will let up in 
this community. When it is definitely 
Known that he is not around here but at 
some other place, many of the citizens can 
be counted on to go to that place, wher- 
ever it is. 


STATE OFFERS LARGE REWARD. 


Governor Candler Acted at Once Uron 
the Application of Sheriff 
Wheeler. 

Governor Candler was formally notifled 
yesterday by Sheriff Wheeler, of Paulding 
county, of the reward of $200 offered Sunday 
by the citizens of Dallas, Ga., for the ar- 
rest of Harve Minifee. The chief execu- 
tive was told plainly the exact facts of 
the crime which has so startled the state, 
and he was requested by Sheriff Wheeler 
to add to the reward already offered at 
once and thus give every inducement t& 
the people in Paulding apd surrounding 

counties to bring Minifee to justice. 

The malignity of the assault has hardly 
been surpassed in the record of crime in 
the state and Governor Candler decided 
at once that he would offer a reward of $300, 
making the total reward for the negro $000. 
The request for the reward from the state 
should have come from the ordinary of 
the county, but owing to the nature of the 
crime Governor Candler decided not to 
wait until the request was formally re- 
ceived from the ordinary. Yesterday + fter-

SPEEDY JUSTICE IN DOOLY. 


HANNAWAY, WHITE MAN WHO 
ATTEMPTED ASSAULT 


On a Little Girl, Brought Into Court, 
Pleaded Guilty and Sentenced 
Within an Hour, 


-Vienna, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—The spe- 
clal session of Dooly superior court, called 
for the purpose of trying John Hannaway, 
who attempted assault on the little daugh- 
ter of N. L. Christmas, near this place last 
Monday, convened this morning. A large 
crowd from every section of the county was 
present. Within twenty minutes after the 
judge delivered his charge to the grand 
jury a Dill of indictment was returned. 
Within one hour the prisoner had been ar- 
raigned, pleaded guilty to the charge and 
was sentenced to a term of twenty years in 
the penitentiary, the extreme limit of the 
law in such cases. 

At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon Deputy 
Sherify Sheppard left with his prisoner for 
Macon, where he will be confined until the 
prison commission assigns him to one of 
the convict camps. 

Thus within one week the crime had been 
committed and the prisoner tried and sen- 
tenced, which prompt action has done much 
to allay the mob sentiment, which came 
very near dispatching the guilty party in 
this case last Monday.

ING A WHITE WOMAN. 


Will Ables Identifiel by Mrs. Edger- 
ton as Her Assailant—He Wiil 
Have Court Trial.

Very few similar crimes have ever 
been committed in this community, as the 
relationship between tthe whites and ne- 
groes has ever been friendly and cordial. 
Mrs. Edgerton was choked and badly 
scratched.

The 
children were in bathing and it is sup- 
posed the little fellow got in deep water 
and was not missed from the crowd for 
some ttme. So far the body has not been 
recovered.

Macon Board of Rducation To Appear 
Before Commissioners. 


IN REGARD TO SCHOOL FUND 


Wil! Ask That Amount Be Placed at 
$50,000, as Formerly. 


COMMISSIONERS WILL PROBABLY COMPLY 


Captain Howe Takes Charge ; of ste- 
cruiting Station in Macon—Other 
News of the City. ~ 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., June 5.—Captain Howe, of the 
Seventeenth infantry, Unted States arrived 
in the city today to take charge of the 
recruiting station, which has been open 
here for the past two months. Captain 
Parker, who has been in charge, has been 
ordered to join his regiment, the Eighth 
infantry, and will Jleave tomorrow for New 
York. 

Sergeant Cornish will remain here to as- 
sist Captain Howe. The Macon recruiting 
station has furnished the United States 
army with over 200 men in the past few 
months and it is expected that it will re- 
main open for an indefinite period. Dr. 
Lee will be retained as examiner. 

New Lights for Depot. 

The union depot which has been so poorly 
lighted for the past several years will soon 
be as bright as day, during the hours of 
the night. A large force of hands began 
this morning to put in the famous Kitson 
lamps, which gives one of the best lights 
ever seen in Macon. Heretofore the depot 
has been ligAt with several arc lights and 
at times it was very dark within the shed. 
The new light, however, will give entire 
satisfaction and will be ready in the next 
few days. 

No Danger from Smallpox. 

Dr. Corput, the government expert, who 
was seht here at the request of Senator 
Bacon, has been in the city today and has 
made His report in regard to the disease, 
which appeared at the jail several days 
ago. He pronounces the cases to be genu- 
ine, but says there is no danger of a 
spread, as smallpox does not spread dur- 
ing the summer months. 

There have been many protests from citli- 
zens residing’ near the Roff home, in regard 
to the placing of the two prisoners infected 
with the disease near that place, but Dr. 
Corput says he thinks there is no danger 
of it spreading. He examined the fall and 
says since the fumigation there is not the 
slightest danger of any of the prisoners 
taking the smallpox, provided the jailer 
is careful. He also examined the courtroom 
where the prisoners were on the day the 
disease was discovered and stated that it 
was allright, but as a matter of precaution 
he ordered it to be fumigated again. 

The grand jury which was to have met 
again this morning has adjourned for the 
week and it is very probable that the 
criminal docket will not be taken up untill 
about the 20th of the month. 


Before the County Commissioners. 

The board of ‘education will appear be- 
fore the county commissioners at their 
reguiar meeting tomorrow to request that 
the cut in the school fund from $50,000 to 
$45,000 be put back as it formerly was. If 
the matter is now reconsidered, and the 
request of the board granted, it will be 
necessary to either cut the salaries of the 
teachers or to shorten the scholastic year. 
The cut in the state appropriation this year 
caused the term to be shortened several 
weeks and the cut by the county commis- 
sioners will cause it to be made shorter 
still unless something is done. It is the 
general opinion that the commissioners will 
accede to the request of the board of edu- 
cation. 


A Brave Act. 


Engineer Julian Wilson, who was badly 
bruised up in the smash-up at Cordele Sun- 
day morning between two trains of the 
Georgia Southern and Georgia and Ala- 
bama railroads, is receiving much praise 
from his friends on account of his heroic 
and successful attempt in saving his en- 
gine from total destruction after the wreck 
occurred, 

Wilson was on the Georgia Southern en- 
gine and when the engine was struck he 
was thrown to the ground and completely 
covered by the wood contained in the ten- 
der. As soon as he was released from his 
position he made for his engine. 

He say at once that unless the fire was 
extinguished his engine would be a total 
loss. Securing several buckets from the 
other engine he began to carry water and 
soon had the fire out and until then did 
he realize that he was injured. He had 
several bad bruises on his head and a se- 
verely wrenched ankle.

Thomaston, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—In- 
formation was brought here this morning 
that Mathew MecCord had been found 
dead near the residence of Mrs. Kendrick, 
a white lady who lives about eight miles 
in a northwesteriy direction from Thom- 
aston.

Mc- 
Cord then picked up 4 part of the broken 
stick and with it etruck the woman on the 
head with such force that she was knock- 
ed senseless. 

McCord then left, but when about forty 
ya.ds from the house he was met in the 
road by Charley Moore, who had a gun in 
his hand. James Moore called out from 
the garden for his son to shoot McCord. 
The boy raised the gun and fired. McCord 
then turned down into the fleld and along- 
Side the garden fence, when the father 
again told the son to shoot McCord, and 
the son again fired upon him, bringing 
htm to the ground. 


The broken appearance of the ground 


shows that he did not die until many 
hours afterwards.’

BATING THE CROPS 


Georgia Farmers Anneunce the Appear- 
ance ef the Insects.

THEY COME BY THE MILLIONS 


Reports from Welton and Terrell Coun- 
ties Show That. 


THE PESTS ARE BOING GREAT DAMAGE 


They Are Destroying Both Corn ani 
Cotton—Plans for Exterminating 
Them Adopted by Planters. 


Loganville, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—The 
grasshopper plague has struck some of 
the farms of the surrounding country in 
full force and is playing havoc with the 
crops. They strike in big droves of thous- 
ands upon thousands, eating the corn and 
cotton in a most ravishing manner. 

E. R. Floyd, one of the largest planters 
in the country, who resides here, in 
Speaking of the grasshoppers said: 

“T have never in my life seen so many of 
the insects, and they are just simply eat- 
ing up my corn crop in my large bottom 
land. They are in droves of thousands. 
When I first noticed them they were eat- 
ing the roots, but now they are eating the 
blades and stalks of the corn. If I cannot 
rive them out and burn them soon my 
crop will be entireiy gone. I have been 
drowning geome by driving them into the 
creeks, but only a few.”’ 

Other farmers speak along the same 
line as Mr. Floyd and efforts will be made 
to drive the insects in woods and set fire 
to them at once, thus exterminating them. 

Leave Nothing but Bare Stalks. 

Dawson, Ga., June 5.—(Special)—Farmers 
report a grasshopper plague in the eastern 
part of Terrelt county. It ds said that mil- 
lions of these pésts have appeared in that 
section and are greatly damaging ‘crops. 
They attack corn and cotton and leave 
nothing except the bare pialks.

“While we are lying back in our easy 
chairs howling for protection the mobs 
are doing their work and will continue to 
do -their work, in spite of protests. My 
remedy is that we turn our howlings into 
methods of prevention. 

“We seemingly lose sight of the crime 
committed by the negro and see only the 
penalty meted out to him. 

“laws and soldiers will never settle the 
matter; arrests, courts of inquiry, trials 
by judge or jury will never dispose of the 
question of mob violence, because ning- 
tenths of the people sympathize with tne 
mob; we have only one recourse to relleve 
ourselves af this dilemma and that is to 
teach our people to respect themselves; 
teach them to frown on crime; teach them 
to control their animal propensities and de- 
teach them to do the right and shun 
the wrong; and teach them to practice right 
thinking, since the crimes committed by 
men are the result of evil thinking. 

“We need not be discouraged at the out- 
look on account of the many vicious crimes 
which we hear of eur people committing, 
since this class forms a very small percen- 
tage of our population.

From the Negro’s Standpoint. 

We call the attention of our readers 
to the news dispatch which appears eise- 
where in today’s issue of The Constitu- 
tion from Chillicothe, O., which con- 
tains the wise, temperate and philo- 
sophical observationg of Professor M. 
H. Vaughn, of that place, on the negro 
problem. Professor Vaughn discusses 
the negro problem from the standpoint 
of the negro, and he sets forth practical 
views in regard thereto which challenge 
the sober consideration of the country, 
north, south, east and west. 

Professor Vaughn takes the position 
that the fundamental issue involved in 
the negro problem is one of morals; and 
he lays down the proposition that the. 
remedy for existing evils lies not in de- 
nouncing the mobs whose inherent love 
of virtue prompts them to resort to lynch 
law, but rather in seeking to restrain 
the crimes which fire the Mdignation of 
the mobs. He says that courts and 
juries may do their utmost to furnish 
speedy trials, but that lynch law will 
continue to flourish so long as the mon- 
sters who commit outrages upon inno- 
cent and helpless women continue to 
furnish provocation, and he advises the 
leaders of the race to stop howling for 
protection and to address their ener- 
gies to the efforts of obtaining more ef- 
fective measures of redress. 

Professor Vaughn denies that the 
whole responsibility for lynchings in 
this country rests upon the whites, and 
says that not less than 75 per cent of 
the responsibilty rests upon the negroes 
who commit the crimes whidéh necessi- 
tate resort to lynch law. He argues 
fhat while time and patience will be 
required’ to put an end to lynchings 
through the method which he proposes, 
there can be no doubt of the result. On 
the assumption that the vicioug element 
of the race embraces barely more than 
5 per cent of the population, he argues 
that the remdining 95 per cent of the 
population ought certainly to possess 
the moral force and influence necessary 
to hold in check the crimes committed 
by the comparatively small vicious ele- 
ment; and he says that if fSe leaders of 
the race instead of seeking to arouse 
public sentiment at the north will ex- 
pend their zeal in teaching the negroes 
to respect themselves and to tread the 
paths of virtue, there will be little or 
no recourse to lynch law in the near 
future. He maintains that not only the 
death knell of lynch law, but also the 
solution of the negro problem itself, lies 
inthe adoption of methods looking 
toward the betterment of the morals of 
the race. 

We commend the frank spirit and the 
practical common sense which the ob- 
servations of Professor Vaughn evince. 
and we believe that the temperate and 
well-directed counsels of such intelligent 
exponents of the race as Professor 
Vaughn will do much toward the cor- 
rection of the evils which now exist.

Corrects Bishop Candler. 


Editor Constitution—I see in your Sunday 
issue a statement said to be made by 
Bishop W. A. Candler in regard to Protest- 
ants in general and Methodists in particu- 
lar in Cuba. He says: “There is not a 
Methodist church building on the isiand of 
Cuba, and there is not, so far as I know, 
a Protestant church building. The Bap- 
tists, who are the most numerous Protest- 
ant body on the island, have their largest 
congregatton, that in Havana, housed in an 


old theater.’ 

I am surprised at this statement coming 
from Bishop Candler. The Baptist house 
of worship was indeed ouilt for a theater, 
but it is not an old theater. Jt was not 
ten years olj at the time of its purchase 
by the Baptists for a house of worship. 
It is the largest and most commodious 
place of worship in the city of Havana, 
not excepting the Catholic cathedral. It 
will seat comfortably 2,500 people. It cost 
the man who originally built it, grounds 
and building, $140,000, and was purchased 
by the Baptists at $65,000 Cuban currency. 
It is bocated as near the center of the 
city as it is possible to place @ building 
of this kind. 

Many of the leading Baptist members 
who have seen it have been struck with 
admiration as to its fitness for a place 
of worship. Dr. Hawthorne, standing upon 
the platform and surveying the grand 
structure before him, exclaimed: “I wish 
I had its equal in Atlanta."”” And such men 
as Governor Northen, A. D. Adair, M. C. 
Kiser and others have been delighted with 
the fitness of this building for the pur- 
poses of worship and the low price at 
which {t was purchased. Major M. C. Ki- 
ser, when he first saw it, after making a 
careful survey of it, said to me: “Doctor,* 
you and Brother Adair did not give our 
board a fair representation of the value 
of this property at the time we agreed to 
make the purchase—it is worth a great 
deal more than you said it was. This 
ground is worth all that we have paid for 
the entire property if there was not a 
brick upon it.” 

Bishop Candler may not be willing to 
call this a Protestant church building, but 
we Baptists are satisfied to have in the 
very heart of the city of Havana a build- 
ing so commodious and so well adapted 
to purposes of worship as the one we now 
owh. Its having been bufit for a theater 
does not, in our opinion, detract anything 
from its value for religious uses.

COLONEL R. F. MADDOX; 
A CHARACTER STUDY 


Thousands of The Constitution's readers 
right here in Atlanta know little or noth- 
ing about the Georgia legislature of 1866. 

They have missed one of the most in- 
teresting chapters in our history. 

The general assembly of that year held 
its session at Milledgeville, at that time 
the capital of the state. It was a notable 
body in every way, and among its mem- 
bers were such men as Senators George 8. 
Owens, of Savannah; David E. Butler, Dr. 
H. R. Casey and J. A. W. Johnson, of 
Dalton; Representatives Jenks Jones, Gen- 
éral G. P. Harrison, Philip M. Russell, R. 
L. McWhorter, C. W. DuBose, T. B. 
Cabaniss, J. M. Russell, Thomas G. Law- 
son, George T. Barnes, Claiborne Snead, 
John D. Stewart, E. H. Pottle and R. J. 
Moses, 

William Gibson was president of the sen- 
ate and Thomas Hardeman, Jr., speaker of 
the house. 


It was during this stirring period that 
Colonel ‘Robert F. Maddox made a splen- 
did record as a legislator. 

He cared nothing for political honors, 
but his fellow citizens of Fulton urged 
him to represent them in the legislature, 
and he yielded, though his private interests 
needed his attention. 

The colonel was then in the prime of 
life. A few months before he had sheathed 
his sword, after rendering gallant service 
to the confederacy through four long years 
of herolc warfare. Returning to the ruin- 
ed city of Atlanta, he was among the first 
to resume business. Naturally the people 
looked to him for advice and aid. He had 
made a reputation as a safe counselor, a 
brave soldier, a faithful public official, a 
true patriot and a man of affairs with 
pienty of public spirit. 

Such a@ man was needed to represent 
Fulton in the legislature, at a time when 
our very existence depended upon the ex- 
ercise of all the judgment and pluck that 
could be utilized. 


Honest and brave, tried and true, clear- 
headed and capable, Colonel Maddox was 
just the man for the emergency, and he 
at once took his place in the front rank of 
the working members of the legislature of 

6. 


We were in a desperate fix. Jenkins was 
governor, but our congressmen, Solomon 
Cohen, Phil Cook, Hugh Buchanan, E. G. 
Cabaniss, Jamés D. (Mathews, J. H. Chris- 
ty and W. T. Wofford, failed to get) their 
seats. 

Georgia wus neither tn nor out of the 
union. Such suspense was never felt be- 
fore by our people. Atlanta was strug- 
giing up from the ashes under the rule of 
rough soldiers, negroes, toughs and va- 
grants. 

Organized bands of robbers terrorized 
the state. Lawlessness and crime were 
rampant. The blacks were beginning to do 
their worst, the courts were paralyzed and 
each day brought the news of murders, 
robberies, riots and assassinations. 


One of the most important things for the 
legisiature to act upon was a proposed ne- 
gro code of laws, prepared under the ad- 
ministration of Provisional Governor James 
Johnson by a committee composed of Ebe- 
neger Starnes, W. Hope Hull, L. E. 
Bleckley and Samuel Barnett. The code 
Was liberal and just to both races, but it 
Was not thought good policy to have sepa- 
rate systems of Jaw for whites and blacks. 
So the code governing the freedmen above 
Was not adopted as a whole, but some of 
its provisions were embodied in the stat- 


utes. 
Alexander H. Stephens and Herschell V. 


Johnson were elected United States sena- 
Tors, but were not seated. 

The legislature passed stay and home- 
stead laws, appropriations to relieve the 
destitute and buy artificial limbs for maim- 
ed soldiers and resolutions requesting the 
withdrawal of the federal soldiers. 

It was the sentiment of the legislature, 
and of the whites generally, that the ne- 
groes should be treated justly and liberally, 
but should be denied Political rights. 

Congress, however, proposed the four- 
teenth constitutiona] amendment. Recon- 
struction legislation followed and in the 
course of a few months Governor Jenkins 
was removed and Georgia was under a 
strict military government and dealt with 
simply as a conquered territory. 


Colonel Maddox was regarded as one of 
the most valuable members of Governor 
Jenkins’s legislature. 

He made no pretentions to oratory, but 
he always spoke impressively and to the 
point, and no man was heard with more 
attention and respect in the house. 

The colonel was an untiring worker on 
the committees of which he was a mem- 
ber, and his knowledge of business and 
familiarity with the practical affairs of life 
caused his advice to be sought and fol- 
lowed. 

Despite the unsettled condition of the 
times, the legislature decided to grant state 
aia to the Macon and Brunswick railroad. 
The sum of $200,000 was appropriated to buy 
corn for the poor; bonds amounting to over 
$3,300,000 were issued; the state, though not 
in the union, paid its share of the federal 
direct tax, and our securities, under the 
greatest possible disadvantages, brought 90 
cents on the dollar, 


Colonel Maddox had to wrestle with some 
difficult questions in those days, but he 
was equal to every demand made upon him, 
and the people of Fulton were justly proud 
of their representative. 

So favorably did he impress the governor 
and the general assembly, that he was ap- 
pointed the state’s agent to purchase corn 
for the destitute farmers under the act ap- 
propraiting $200,000 for their relief. He was 
the right man in the right place, and his 
duties were faithfully and satisfactorily dis- 
charged. 

Having no desire to continue in public 
life, the colonel gladly devoted himself to 
his business matters in Atlanta, after the 
federal government had again resumed mil- 
itary control. With his fime record and 
great personal popularity, it would have 
been easy for him to succeed in politics, 
but he preferred other flelds of usefulness. 


Many middle-aged Atlantians have known 
Colonel Maddox for years as a merchant, 
banker, railway president, alderman and as 
an enterprising capitalist. They have heard 
of his honorable military career, too, and 


yet they do not know the half of his life. 


story. When they were boys at school the 
colonel had won his way Vy sheer merit to 
high places in civic and military life. Be- 
fore they had laid aside their spelling books 
he was a successful leader in his old county, 
Troup, as well as here in Fulton. In every 
relation of life he had proved himself the 
soul of honor, a wise, loyal, golden-hearted 
gentleman, who commanded the love and 
confidence of all who knew him. 


I jotted down these points when I heard 
of the colonel’s critical illness, and I re- 
gretted that the work had not been done 
long before. Why is it that we wait to say 
pleasant things in print about our best citi- 
zens until they are dying or dead? Why 
hold back our tributes until it is too late? 

Others will attempt to do justice to Colo- 
nel Maddox in his various fields of success- 
ful and useful endeavor, but this brief rem- 
iniscence of his legislative experience wiil 
doubtless be of interest to many of his 
friends of the younger generation who are 
not familiar with the facts. 

One more point. Few le know how 
kind and helpful the colonel has n to 
those who deserved his friendship and aid. 

Only a few years ago he gave, through his 
church, $1,000, the interest to be used to 
assist the poor of the congregation for ali 
time to come. 

Banker though he was, he did not require 
collateral or security when a good man in 
hard luck came along. 

He woulé hear the man’s story, and the 
money would be forthcoming. 

“I can afford to lose it,’’ he used to say 
in such cases.

MRS. MAYBRICK WILL 
SOON BE RELEASED 


Washington, June 4.—(Specia] Correspond- 
ent.)}—There is every indication that Mrs. 
Florence Maybrick will be released from 
the English prison within a very short time, 
altough officials of the state department 
and the attorney general are reticent as to 
what is being done on the other side. 

Judge Leon B. Yarrell, of this city, who 
is one of Mrs. Maybrick’s counsellors, said 
that at this time he had absolutely nothing 
to say regarding the case; that he could 
only hope that the advices from London 
were trye, and that Mrs. Maybrick would 
soon secure her release from an English 
prison, Just what steps had been recenthy 
taken Judge Yarrell declined to have any 
knowledge of, but did say that as the 
Z#nglish government had on more than one 
occasion released prisoners after a term of 
ten years that that fact gave him good 
ground for believing that the unfortunate 
woman might soon have her freedom; that 
her sentence dated from some time during 
the present month, but just what day he 
could not recall. The attorney has labored 
in season and out of season in behalf of his 
client, who he knew during her residence 
in Virginia. It was plainly evident that 
Judge Yarrel] knew more ‘nan he felt au- 
thorized in divulging at this time, believing 
that silence would me more advantageous 
to the cause of Mrs. Maybrick. 

Several months ago Judge Yarrell filed 
with President McKinley a list of authori- 
tieg on the question of Mrs, Maybrick hav- 
ing lost her American rights by her foreign 
marriage. That she had was claimed by 
some high in authority, but the authorities 
filed by the attorney showed that the ques- 
tion had been repeatedly affirmatively con- 
strued by the supreme court of the United 
States, and which undeniably show that 
Mrs. Maybrick did not lose her citizenship 
by her foreign marriage, nor could she have 
lost it save by becoming naturalized direct- 
ly. It was shown that our constitution and 
laws nowhere recognize nor permit any 
citizen of the United, male or female, to 
lose their citizenship by implication. ‘‘Eng- 
land did not permit it, said a gentleman 
thoroughly conversant with the papers filed 
and with the case, “until the British natu- 
ralization act of May 12, 1870, was passed. 
Similar acts, previously and since, have 
been passed by all the continental states 
of Kurope, and the principles of naturaliza- 
tion implied by a foreign marriage tave 
never been admitted by any Buropean state 
until after its local legislature had enacted 
it into a law. But our government alone, 
of all the governments of the world, prob- 
ably from fear of having to spend a little 
blood of treasure, or from the ignorance 
heretofore of the legal heads of the state 
department, or some other cause, hag per- 
mitted Enropean governments to force their 
local enactments which have been engraft- 
ed on their international laws upon us, and 
whenever during previous administrations 
the question has come up it has been either 
dodged or all actions have been ‘unofficial.’ 
The question has never been fairly met or 
decided in any diplomatic controversy with 
other nations. The doubt about Mrs. May- 
brick’s citizenship in the officila] mind has 
more to do with the treatment of the gov- 
éernment’s representatives to the Pnglish 
government on the subject that any other 
cause. I cannot speak officially, but I be- 
heve this question of citizenship has been 
seitlied by the state department, and under 
our statutes of July 27, 1868, it is the duty 
of our president to demand of the English 
government the reasons for Mrs. May- 
brick’s imprisonment, and if it appears to 
him wrongful, to demand her release. I 
believe the president will do his full duty. 
He has shown himself in this matter a 
true American, a man of the broadest hu- 
manity, and I have yet to believe him 
afraid to meet the issues squarely and 
decide it according to our laws. I don't 
believe his foreign policy will be made 
to order in England. Unfortunately for 
Mrs. Maybrick, her case hag almost from 
the first been in English politics, and she 
has been the victim of a political faction 
in England. It has been unfortunate, too, 
that there is no appeal from the justices of 
England. The findings and rulings of an 
English justice, no matter how biased, pre- 
judiced or ignorant he may be, and how 
clearly evident these facts may be, they 
must stand, Had England a court of ap- 
peals there is not a shadow of doubt but 
the findings of Justice Stevens in the Mrs, 
Maybrick case would have beenreversed. 
The highest authorities in all England ac- 
knowledge that Justice Stevens not only 
exhibited bias but ignorance of the law 
throughout the entire hearing, and his 
charge to the jury was such as to brand 
him ag a malicious justice. His friends 
said that his mental powers were failing 
and that his long career on the bench had 
completely worked him down. But, since 
there is now hope of Mrs, Maybrick’s early 
release, there is no good to result from 
speaking of the things which have been 
done in this celebrated case. The presse has 
repeatedly announced that tho nds of 
dollars have been raised and spent in Mrs. 
Maybrick’s behalf, but the truth is t few 
of the dollars collected ever went to\heip 
her out of the unfortunate trouble, and at 
times it has been extremely difficult for 
Baroness de Roques, Mrs. Maybrick’'s 
mother, to get the money to defray abso- 
lutely necessary pressing obligations. The 
real helpers in Mrs. Maybrick’s behalf have 
not made public what has been done. When 
the unfortunate woman is released, and I 
do not think the day is far distant, there 
will be some interesting and startling facts 
which will no doubt gain pwhblicity. It will 
be remembered by those who have kept 
posted in this matter that after Mrs. May- 
brick’s conviction her income of about 
$20,000 annually reverted to the family of 
her dead husband—not a husband, but a 
man who had promised to protect, love and 
shield her—but who had escapades in Vir- 
ginia with women of lax virtue which 
would bring the blush of shame to any 
honest man. Maybrick was a confirmed 
arsenic user, and while this fact was clear- 
ly and positively proved at the trial, the 
justice told the jury to bring in a verdict 
against the accused wife. Let us hope 
that the end of her punishment is drawing 
near and that she will soon be restored to 
family and friends. It is to the disgrace of 
America trat she has suffered so long.”’

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IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


After nearly five years of exile spent tn 
prison on Devil's island, just off the coast of 
French Guinea, it begins to look as fy 
Dreyfus was destined to be vindicated of 
the foul charge of treason which rests upon 
him, and to return once more in honor to 
France. His enemies have been powerful, 
but his friends have also been powerfyl, 
and through the persistent efforts of the 
latter the tide of public sentiment In France 
has been turned in his favor, while Count 
Esterhazy has been driven to confess hig 
guilt in forging the document upon which 
Dreyfus was condemned to exile. One of the 
stanchest of the friends of Dreyfus is Liey. 
tenant Georges Picquart, whv ran _ the 
gamut of the general staff to establish the 
innocence of the Hebrew officer, and who ig 
now languishing in prison. Godefroy Ca. 
vaignac, minister of war, is another. He 
stood firmly by Colonel Picquart, and when 
he discovered the perfidy of the army, re. 
signed at once. Then there is M. Zola, 
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whose magnificent espousal of the cause of 
Dreyfus has filled the entire world with 
wonder, and whose triumph over the ene- 
mies of Dreyfus is now complete. Other 
friends of the Hebrew officer who have 
been conspicuous of late are Ballot de 
Beaupre, vice president of the civil section 
of the supreme court, and Monsieurs De- 
mange and Laborie, Then, as a whole, the 
judges of the court of cassation have tried 
to give Dreyfus his deserts, so much so that 
Quesnay de Beaurepaire resigned his judi- 
cial office on the plea that the court was 
prejudiced in Dreyfus’s favor. Lastly may 
be mentioned the eminent Scheurer-Kestner, 
vice president of the senate, who two years 
ago made a desperate attempt to force a 
retrial of the exile on Devil’s island. All 
these men and their highly courageous work 
for Dreyfus should be balanced, in justice 
to the French nation, against the infamy of 
the army. These considerations will 
nullify whateyer bitterness the Jewish peo- 
ple may feel against France in view of the 
Dreyfus persecution. 


Johann Strauss, the famous Austrian 
composer, whose death has recently been 
annou was born in Vienna October &, 
1825. He~was the eldest and most dis- 
tinguished o ree sons, who followed more 
or less successfully in their father’s foot- 
steps. Johann, the younger, was destined 
for a business career. He was, however, 
enabled to study music secretly by the aid 
of his mother. When only six years old he 
composed his first waltz (“First Thought”). 
Carefully instructed in harmony and thor- 
ough bass, he was, @€ven as a youngster, @ 
clever violinist. 

But until he was eighteen the secret was 
kept from his father. There was a curious 
vein of artistic jealousy in Johann the 
elder. As a father he loved his heir ap- 
parent, but as a musician he would tolerate 
no rival and no successor. When, on Octo- 
ber 16, 1844, young Johann threw aside all 
concealment and boldly accepted the posi- 
tion of conductor at Dommayer’s, at 
Hvistsing, near Vienna, the storm broke 
The old gentleman left his home and refused 
for a while to have anything further to do 
with his recalcitrant family. But the nine- 
teen-year-old conductor sprang into imme- 
diate success. Vienna admired his audacity. 
The young hetr apparent had a party as en- 
thusiastic as his royal father. He showed 
his appreciation of the latter by conducting 
his famous ‘“‘Loreley’ waltzes and followed 
these by a number of his own compositions. 
Johann I died in 1849. Then Johann II join- 
ed together his father’s orchestra and his 
own and made a successful tour in Austria, 
Poland and Germany. For ten years he

undertook the direction of the summer com 
certs in the Petropaulowski park at St 
Petersburg. Meanwhile, in 1853, he had 
been the first to introduce fragments of 
“Lohengrin” in Vienna, and later on it was 
he who first played portions of the “Meis- 
tersinger” in the same city. While thus 
showing appreciation and foresight, he did 
not neglect his own original talents. He 
wrote in all some five hundred waltzes, of 
which “The Beautiful Blue Danube,” the 
‘Thousand and One Nights,”” the “Roses 
from the South” an@ “Wine. Woman and 
Song” were among the most successful. He 
also produced a number of light operettas. 
The best known are “Indigo” and “The 
forty Thieves” G87), “The Carnival & 
Rome” (1873), “Die Fledermaus’ (i187), 
“Cagliostro,” “Prince Methusalah,”’ *’The 
Merry War” and “The Queen's Lace Hand- 
kerchief.”" His single effort inthe line of 
regular opera, “Ritter Pazmann,”’ achieved 
only a success d’estime, when produced at 
the imperial opera house, in Vienna, {2 
1883. From 1863 to 1870 Johann had held the 
much coveted position of court bal! musical 
director to the emperor of Austria. This he 
resigned in the latter year to his brother. 
Eduard, in order to devote himself to com- 
Position. He had also made public appear- 
ances in London and in Paris. During the 
Sreat Gilmore jubilee he came to the United 
States, but without his orchestra, whicB 
was first heard in this country in 1893, under 
the direction of his brother Eduasi. In 
October, 18%, the corporation and citizens 
of Vienna joined in a monster celebration 
of the golden jubilee of her most popular 
musical composer. A new operetta DF 
Strauss himself, entitled “The Apple 
Feast,”” was produced for the first time im 
the Vienna theater, and during the week 
which marked the duration of the festival 
every theater and opera house in Vienn 
Performed selections from his dance mus¥ 
or produced some one of his operettas. The 
Occasion wound up with a grand banquet 
congratulations and presentations of #d 
dresses and floral tributes. Strauss wa# 
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married, but he leaves no children of a

OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS CHOSEN 


Bcard of Directors Met Yesterday Af- 
ternoon, but did Not Finish Work. 
A Second Meeting of I:n- 
portance Will Be Held 
This Morning. 


Telephones belonging to the Atlanta 
Jtandard Telephone Construction Co., 
the new system of this city, have already 
been placed in operation. The telephones 
were operated yesterday for the first time 
and the test was found to be entirely sat- 
jsfactory. 

A formal test will be made within a few 
Gays, when the public will be invited to 
witness the operations of the new ‘phones. 
The switchboard has been placed in posi- 
tion and will be ready for use about June 
10th, and by August Ist it is thought that 
the entire system of the new company will 
be in operation. 

Only three telephones have so far. been 
in use. One is located in the office of 
Mayor Woodward, another in the office of 
Daniel W. Rountree and the third is the 
central telephone in the office of the com- 
pany, 104 Edgewood avenue. The three 
‘phones were put up Saturday afternoon, 
the connections were made _ yesterday 
morning and yesterday the first conver- 
sation was held over the wires. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders 
was held yesterday morning at 10 o'clock 
in the Standard telephone building on 
Edgewood avenue. Prominent 
turers and capitalists from the north at- 
tended the meeting, and officers for tne 
company and board of directors were 
elected. 

T. A. Megargee, a paper manufacturer, 
of Philadelphia; George W. Roydhouse, 
president of the Northwestern National 
bank, of Philadelphia; Robert Alexander, 
an attorney of Philadelphia; George A. 
Payne, a manufacturer and contractor, of 
Fhiladelphia; John. E. Hanifen, capitalist. 
of Philadelphia; William McCay, capital- 
ist, of Philadelphia; Colonel John W. Ruth- 
erford, a civil engineer and contractor. of 
Philadelphia, and George L. Bell, assistant 
United States district attorney, of Atlanta. 
The following officers were elected yes- 
ferday morning: 

President, T. A. Megargee: secretary, 
George L. Bell; treasurer, John FE. Hant- 
fen. The vice president and general man- 
ager, which offices will be combined, will 
be elected at a later meeting, probably at 
the one to be held today. 

The work of stringing the wires through 
the conduits has been in progress for sev- 
eral days and as rapidly as possible tele- 
phones till be placed in operation in va- 
rious portions of the city. The contracts 
with subscribers provides for a free use of 
the telephones until 2,000 subscribers have 
been secured. It is said, however, that 
almost that number has already been se- 
cured, so that the telephones will be used 
free only while the work of construction 
is in progress. 

The building at 104 Edgewood avénue, 
which was formerly occupied by the Gor- 
don school, has been entirely remodeled 
and makes a splendid central office for 
the company. It was remodeled at a cost 
of about $6,000. The switchboard of the 
company was purchased at a cost of $60.00 
and is said to be one of the finest in the 
scuth. It is modern in every respect and 
with it the company expects to give model 
service to subscribers. 

The entire system now in course of con- 
Struction in this city will have cost about 
$500,000 when completed, and this amount 
of money will have been expended by the 
Capitalists without one cent of income from 
the system. This is a fair sample of the

confidence the northern capitalists have in 
business enterprises in this city. 

The company now has in bank enough 
money to pay for completing the system, 
and it is announced that it will draw free- 
ly upon the money, not counting the cost 
in perfecting the system. To extend the 
wires of the company to the outskirts of 
the city and into the suburbs will require 
between $150,000 and $200,000 more. The gen- 
tlemen now in the city, therefore, estimate 
that it will cost about $800,000 to perfect 
the system in Atlanta and vicinity and to 
Rive the service that they intend giving.

UNION DEPOT IS 


RAIDED BY POLICE 


Unique Affair Occurred Yesterday 
Morning About 11 O'Clock 


SIATEEN PERSONS ARRESTED 


The Old Carshed Gets Blockaded and 
Police Protection Is Sought, 


DEPOT OFFICIALS TESTIFY 1% COURT 


Raid the Result of Twenty Years of 
Warning—Strange Excuses Made. 
Some of the Arrested Peo- 
ple Turned Loose and 
Some Fined. 


The police made a raid at the union depot 
yesterday morning about half-past 11 
o'clock, and sixteen arrests were made, 
while fifty more people got out of the way 
before they could be nabbed by officers of 
the law. 

This unique rald is said to be the result of 
warnings of twenty years’ standing and was 
done for the purpose of keeping loafers and 
idlers from getting in the way of those 
who have business at the carshed. 

It seems that the railroad officals h&ve 
concluded that the is barely large 
enough for those who are waiting for trains 
and that any outsiders are likely to block- 


depot 


ade the place. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday gorning the depot 
officials held a consultation with the police 
and it was decided to give the alleged tres- 
passers a timely warning, and accordingly 
Patrolman Harper made the following an- 
nouncement: 

“Everybody in this depot except passen- 
gers must get out, and if you don't we will 
lock you up.”’ 

This caused a rush for the doors and the 
depot was pretty well cleared. 

In half an hour another surging mass of 
humanity packed the depot on account of 
an expected excursion train from Athens, 
and then the raid was made. 

Hustled Into Wagons. 

Eleven negro men and five negro women 
were hustled into two patrol wagons, and 
while the vehicles were being loaded the 
depot was emptied. Not for many a day 
was the depot empty as it was when the 
police made the raid, 

The next scene in this eventfu] history 
was when the cases were tried in the fre- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon. 

The sixteen prisoners were lined up and 
the depot officials and the police told about 
how the negroes were blocking the depot 
every day and there was no way to keep the 
place clear unless the police made arrests 
and the recorder fined somebody. 

‘'We have been giving these people warn- 
ing after warning for nearly twenty years,” 
said a depot guard, ‘‘and now it has got 
where the police power must intervene.”’ 

Recorder Broyles heard the statements of 
the depot officers very patiently, and re- 
marked; 

“What you want is a bigger depot.”’ 

The sixteen prisoners had all sorts of ex- 
cuses why they were at the depot. Some of 
the excuses were good and some were bad, 
and those with the good were turned loose, 
while those with the bad were fined. 

Excuses That Were Rendered. 

This is the way the cases turned out: 

Henry Hardy: “I is a brudder of Adam 
Hardy. what was murdered, and I wus at 
de depot fer ter git a ticket ter home In de 
kentry.” Result: Turned loose.

In addition to the regular apparatus us- 
ually found in a gymnasium, the members 
of the Atlanta Athletic Club have the ad- 
vantage of two of the best handball courts 
in the city, both arranged under the special 
plans of the officers. At the side of the 
building have been laid off the tennis 
courts and every afternoon the members 
find enjoyment and splendid exercise in the 
game. The tennis courts have been careful- 
ly worked on and it is stated that there 
are no better courts in Atlanta than those 
of the Athletic club. 

A plunge in the big swimming pool which 
is constantly kept filled with cool water 
is said to amply repay any member who 
spares the time from his business during 
the day to go to the club for exercise. 

Tonight at the formal opening the guests 
of the club will be entertained and shown 
through the gymnasium, where everything

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DOOLEY LOSES HIS SsvuIT. 


The Southern Railway Gains a Verdict 
Against William Dooley. 


The case of William Dooley which occu- 
pied the time of the United States court 
during all of last week was ended yester- 
day afternoon, resulting in a verdict of the 
jury in favor of the defendant, the South- 
ern Railway Company. 

The case has attracted considerable atten- 
tion on account of the severe injuries of 
the plaintiff and the vigorous legal fight 
made by both sides on the question of 
liability, that question having been submit- 
ted to the jury for their determination. 

Dooley was an employee of the defend- 
ant company and sued for $7,500. He al- 
leged in his suit that his feet had been 
cut off by the cars of the defendant, the 
injury being occasioned by a load of cross- 
ties negligently piled too close to the cars 
on which Dooley was employed, the piles 
of ties knocking him off the car and under 
the wheels. 

Dooley brought suit through his attor- 
neys, Hoke Smith and Henry Peeples, and 
Mr. Smith represented him in the trial of 
the case just ended. The defendant com- 
pany was represented by Messrs. Darsey, 
Brewster & Howell and Sanders McDaniel. 


CASE IS TO BE DISMISSED. 


Supreme Court Will Not Hear Murder 
Case and Issues an Order to 
That Effect. 


The case of Frank and Tom Kemp, the 
convicted Marion county murderers, whose 
escape from the jail in which they were 
confined has been told in The Constitution, 
was taken up by the supreme court yester- 
day morning. The attorneys in the case 
appeared and notified the court formally of 
the escape from custody of the plaintiffs in 
error. The court issued an order to the 
effect that if Frank and Thomas Kemp did 
not surrender and were not in custody with- 
in sixty days their case would be dismissed 
from the supreme court. The dismissal of 
the case would mean practically a sustain- 
ing of the decision of the lower court, under 
which they were sentenced to death. Since 
the escape of Thomas and Frank Kemp 
nothing further has been heard of them, 
although a large reward has been offered 
for their capture.

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MINISTERS HELD. | 


A WARM MEETING 


Lynching and Sunday Laws Game 
Up for Discussion, 


OUGATON ON NEWSPAPER 


Says They Are Respensible for the Race 
Disturbances. 


HE INTRODUCED SOME RESOLUTIONS 


Question of Sunday Laws Was Dis- 
cussed at Length and & Special 
Committee Was Appointed 
To Have the Law 
Enforced. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Evangelical Ministers’ Association was 
at 


held yesterday morning at 10 o’clock 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
and the eession was one of the warmest 
held by the organization for some time 
past. Two interesting topics—the alleged 
desecration of the Sabbath in the city and 
the quéstion of iynchings-—came up for 
consideration, and there were several very 
heated discussions made by members 
present. 

Rev. Len G. Broughton took the initia- 
tive in the matter of condemning lyn-n- 
ings and prepared a set of resolutions 
touching the subject which, after consid- 
erable debate, were laid on the table. 
When Dr. Broughton found that there was 
opposition to his movement he made a 
stirring speech, in which he stated that 
the newspapers were largely responsible 
for the race question in the south. He 
asserted that in printing sensational sto- 
ries regarding certain crimes the press ex- 
cited the people to mob violence. 

Referring to the recent affair at New- 
nan, Dr. Broughton made the startling an- 
nouncement that had he been at the depot 
when the trains were run to the scene 
of the Holt lynching he would have thrown 
himself upon the tracks and the trains 
could never have been run except over bis 
body. 

Dr. Broughton’s Resolution. 

The resolutions presented by Dr. 
Broughton, but which were voted down by 
the ministers, were as follows: 

Whereas, We deplore the present 
reign of mob law in all our country and 
especially: the recent evidences of it in 
our own state; therefore, be it 

Resolved 1. That, as a remedy, we 
urge upon our judicial and civil authori- 
ties a speedier and more thorough ex- 
ercise of the law touching the crimes 
for which such mobs are organized. 

2. That we call upon the civil ang mili- 
tary authorities to be more vigilant in 
preventing and bringing to justice all 
parties engaged in any way in aiding 
and abetting in mob law and violence. 

8. That we urge better religious and 
educational training be given the col- 
ored people touching crime and the 
questions involved in the proper reia- 
tions between the races. 

Several ministers stated their objections to 
these resolutions. Rev. R. F. Eakes said 
he objected to the wording of the resolu- 
tions more than anything else and an- 
nounced that he desired to repudiate any 
assertion that there was a reign of mob 
law in the country. 

He saiqg further that he also objected 
to that part calling upon the military au- 
thorities to be more vigilant. Others voiced 
the sentiments of Dr. Eakes and then Rev. 
J. B. Allen offered as a substitute a set 
of resolutions commending the frecent 
speech of ex-Governor Northen delivered 
at Boston, 

It was decided that the resolutions thus 
offered were not in the nature of an 
amendment and a vote was taken on the 
original resolutions of Dr. Broughton. The 
result was a vote of 8 to 8, and the presi- 
dent of the association settled the matter 
by voting to table the resolutions. 

Some confusion resulted in the vote and 
it was asserted that some of the ministers 
voted while not thoroughly understanding 
the question. A motion was made to re- 
consider, but it was lost. The entire mat- 
ter was settled by a motion of Rev. L. K. 
Probst, which was carried, to the effect 
that a committee of three be appointed to 
consider all such questions and report at 
the next regular meeting. 

This solution of the difficulty appeared 
to satisfy the members of the association 
and the chair appointed Rev. L. K. Probst, 
Rev. Orme Flynn and Rev. J. B. L. Hillyer 
as the committee. Dr. Flynn withdrew 
from the meeting while the discussion was 
in progress and it is not known whether 
or not he will serve wn the committee. 

Immediately after the resolutions were 
voted tabled, Dr. Broughton insisteg that 
his name be placed on the minutes of the 
association as opposed to the action taken 
in the matter. There was no objection and 
the chair instructed the secretary to ac- 
cede to Dr. Broughton’s wish. 

Other Resolutions. 

Rev. J. B. Allen’s resolutions, .which were 

offered in the nature of a substitute to

lows: 
Whereas, We have read with much 


pleasure the address of ex-Governor

Dr. Probst was the principal objector to 
these resolutions, and he said in explana- 
tion that while he might faver many of 
the expressions made hy ex-Governor

Northen, there were some passages of the 
Speech that he was opposed to. Several 
others expresseg ‘similar opinions and the 
matter was referred to the committee of 
three appointed for the purpose of consid- 
ering such matters. 

At the beginning of the session the mat- 
ter of Sunday desecration was wttaken up 
and the result was that the meeting was 
practically divided on the subject. Dr. 
Probst appeared warmly in favor of mak- 
ing every effort to have the city council 
take such action as would kill every effort 
made for an open Sabbath. ; 

Rev. J. 8. Sfbley, on the other hand, 
took the stand that the association of min- 
isters was organized for the mutual edifi- 
cation of its memvers and not for the 
purpose of attempting to make council do 
anything one way or the other. In reply 
to this Dr. Probst saiq that in his opinion 
the ministers made a very grave mistake 
in not asserting their privilege to bring to 
bear such influence as was possible for the 
enactment of laws that would do away with 
all desecration of Sunday. 

Considerable discussion was had on the 
subject and a number of the members 
present made speeches on the question. 
While this was in progress a motion was 
made to have a committee of three ap- 
pointed to wait upon the city council in 
the afternoon to represent the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association on the subject. 

This motion stirred up additional discus- 
sion and several asserted that, while they 
might favor a committee going before 
council, they wanted to know first what the 
association was to empower the committee 
to do and say. Finally a resolution pre- 
sented by Dr. Broughton asking that coun- 
cil enforce the now existing laws governing 
Sunday gales was adopted and then the 
committee was appointed, 

The matter of appointment was left to the 
chair and the following were those named 
for that committee: Rev. Len G. Brought- 
on, chairman; Rev. J. BR Abbott and Rev. 
L. K. Probst. 

During the several discussions and after 
the time of the meeting had been extended 
a number of the members withdrew and 
as there were no other important matters 
before the association, the meeting was ad- 
journed.

The result was that the mayor did 
not sign it in the four days’ Mmit allowed 
him after the ordinance was passed. Yes- 
ferday afternoon Alderman Turner’s motion 
to reconsider was overruled by Mayor Pro 
Tem. Mitchell, because the alderman had 
voted in the negative on the original propo- 
sition. This would have had the effect of 
sending the paper to the mayor for his sig- 
nature, but Judge Anderson, city attorney, 
ruled yesterday that the failure of the 
mayor to sign the paper four days after it 
had been passed, coupled with the fact 
that Alderman Turner’s motion had been 
overruled, killed the original ordinance. 

While Mayor Woodward js in favor of the 
ordinance, he stated, after the council meet- 
ing yesterday, he would be compelled to 
abide by the ruling of the city attorney and 
fegard the paper as dead. Mayor Pro 
Tem. Mitchell, however, takes an entirely 
different view of the situation. Belicving 
that the notice given by Alderman Turner 
at the last regular meeting to the effect 
that he would move a reconsideration was 
sufficient legal ground for not sending the 
paper to the mayor, he holds that the paper 
is stil] in force, and has indorsed it with 
a recital of the facts in the case, and end- 
ing with: 

“Said ordinance stands adopted, 
should be transmitted to*the mayor.” 

This is simply a decided difference of opin- 
lon between the mayor pro tem. and the city 
attorney. In case the mayor should change 
his decision and aLide by the opinion of 
the mayor pro tem., he has four days in 
which to sign the ordinance. If he should 
do this, the present regulations covering 
the sale of tobacco and cigars on the Sab- 
bath would remain in force. If he con- 
tinues to abide by the decision of the city 
attorney, all the sale legislation of the 
past few weeks is for naught; and the 
movement for relief for the cigar dealers 
will have to begin where it started. 

That is the present complicated situation. 
The law as it stands today, and which the 
ordinance sought to amend, allows all cigar 
and tobacco dealers not keeping pipes and 
smokers’ supplies on hand to keep open on 
the Sabbath: the dealers having such sup- 
Plies in stock must close their establ!sh- 
ments on Sunday. The dealers believe this 
is a great injustice to those who keep 
smokers’ supplies, and have applied for a

The faction favoring strict 
Sunday observance and the closing of all 
Cigar stands was jed by Alderman Turner, 
and the other side by Councilman Ham- 
mond.

The council had not been in session five 
minutes when Dr, Turner rose and moved 
a reconsideration of the former actign of 
the council. Mr. Hammond was on his feet 
in an instant with the point of order that 
as Dr. Turner had voted negatively on the 
Original proposition, he was not qualified 
to make any such motion. Anticipating 
this move, the Turner followers attempted 
a plan that failed. Councilman Burns, who 
had yoted affirmatively on the original mo- 
tion, moved for a reconsideration. Mr. 
Hammond was not td be turned down by 
this, and he made the point that as Mr. 
Burns had not given notice that he would 
move a reconsideration at the former meet- 
ing, his, motion was necessarily out of or- 


der. Mayor Pro Tem. Mitchell ruled this 
point well taken, and Mr. Burns retired 
from the fight. This was first blood for 


those opposing reconsideration. 

Dr. Turner then made a speech. He 
stated he moved a reconsideration for three 
reasons—tirst, because it was a financial 
question, as the ordinance was a part of 
the tax law. Aldermen have a right to 
move a reconsideration of questions in- 
volving public income or expenditures, ir- 
respective of their former vote. His sec- 
ond reason was that he knew one member 


Was absent at the former meeting who 
would have voted with him yesterday. The 
third was that he knew the councilmen 


would have three weeks in which to make 
up their minds whether they would yote 
to violate the state law by allowing the 
Sale of tobacco and cigars on the Sab- 
bath. 

Mr. Hammond made the point of order 
that Dr. Turner was not confining him- 
Self to the question of whether a recon- 
Sideration on his motion was in order. 
This point was well taken. 

‘There are some men,”’ said Dr. Turner, 
“who are always rising to points of order 
when they don’t want their positions on 
certain subjects known. This ordinance is 
a financial question and therefore an alder- 
manic paper.” 

“The assistant city attorney differs with 
you about that,’ said Mayor Pro Tem. 
Mitchell. 

“Well, you know as well as I,” continued 
Dr. Turner, “that it has always been the 
precedent to treat papers of this character 
as questions of finance.”’ 

“T beg pardon, but I don’t think that I 
do,"’ was ‘Mr. Mitchell’s reply. 

Colonel Thomson Is Shut Off. 

Colonel Thomson wanted to debate the 
merits of 'the question. The chairman ruled 
that his remarks would not be in order. 
Mr. Parks asked what the city attorneys 
were for. Mr, Mitchell replieq to furnish 
legal advice to the council. Mr. Parks 
then stated the assistant attorney had 
ruled the ordinance was not a financial 
paper, and thought there was no further 
need for debate on that point. 

The chairman then ruled Dr. 
motion out of order, 

“I would like to know,” said Dr. Turner, 
“why you did not tell me I was out of 
order when I gave notice of reconsidera- 
tion at the last meeting?’ 

“Simply because you only gave notica of 
reconsideration,’ replied Chairman Mitch- 
ell. “‘You never made any motion then.” 

Councilman Thomson appealeq from the 
decision of the chair. He also asked for the 
ruling of the city attorney. Judge Ander- 
son stated he thought Chairman Mitche!] 
was correct in his ruling as to Dr. Tur- 
ner’s motion, but thought Mr. Burns’s mo- 
tion should have been entertained. 

Judge Anderson also referred to the faci 
that the mayor had not signed the ordi- 
nance. This acted as an electric shock on 
the council. It seemed that no one had 
éver contemplated the death of the meas- 
ure from this cause. 

“Is the paper not «ead, then?” asked 
Colonel Thomson of the city attorney. 

“I am strongly of the opinion,” replied 
Judge Anderson, “that in view of the fact 
it never went to the mayor the ordinance js 
dead.”’ 

“That’s all right, then,” continued Colo- 
nel Thomson. “I withdraw my appeal. J] 
do not care to revive a dead jssue.”’ 

The council then proceeded to other busi- 
ness, 

Councilman McCullough, who was to have 
introduced an ordinance yesterday after- 
noon allowing the sale of fruit on Sunday, 
decided to wait until the next meeting of 
tne council, two weeks nence. 

Revs. Stradley and Broughton were pres- 
ent, but took no part in the proceedings.

UUUNCIL TABLED 
WELL ORDINANCE 


Solons Decline To Follow Health 
Board's Dictation, 


WELLS WILL NOT BE FILLED 


Dr, Jones, of the Board, Makes Strong 
Plea for Better Health, 


MA, RICE ROASTS THE WEALTH BODY 


Declares It Has No Right To Fill the 
Wells, and That He Would Shoot 
Any Man Who Attempted 
To Fill Wells on His 
Property. 


The city council refused to adopt the 
ordinance recommended by the board of 
health yesterday afternoon requwring all 
residents in touch with city water to fill 
the wells on their premises within ninety 
days after the enactment of the law. 

The measure was indefinitely tabled, and 
this means that it will never become a law. 
The discussion on the subject was inter- 
esting, Alderman Rice being particularly 
severe with the board of health. 

The ordinance was introduced by Councll- 
man Pope, a member ex-officio uf the board, 
on account of his chairmanship of the 
sanitary committee of the council It re- 
quired that all persons living on a street 
where there is city water discontinue the 
use of well water, and prescribing a fine of 
not more than $100 for failure to comply. 

When the city clerk had read the ordt- 
nance, Councilman Pope moved that it be 
put on the second reading. There were 
other motions to refer to a committee, but 
Mr. Pope's motion finally prevailed. The 
rules were suspended, and Dr. Lew!ls Jones, 
a member of the health board, represented 
that body. He took up the sanitary side of 
the matter, claiming that statistics 
showed 80 per cent of typhoid fever in At- 
lanta to exist in families where well water

was used 

Dr. Jones did not claim that all typhoid 
fever resulted from wells, or that fever 
was the only disease resulting from the use 
of well water, but he did claim that, owing 
to the numerous shallow wells in Atlanta, 


the majority of them were contaminated, 
and therefore not conducive to general 
health. He argued that city water was 


cheap, and that citizens could well afford 

to fill their wells in order to promote the 

general health of the city. The board of 

health had been considering the matter a 

year, and was thoroughly convinced that its 
recommendation was a good measure. 

Dr. Benson, of the health board. was also 

present, but he did not speak, 

Hot Talk from Mr. Rice.

“You members of the board of health 
must remember that you are merely ser- 


vants of the people, and a body elected by 
this council. It is not your province to de- 
mand, but to recommend. You have got no 
night to take charge of the people’s wells. 
If any man wants to die by drinking impure 
well water, let him die. It ts none of your 
business. You go on and attend to your 
board of health matters, and let the peo- 
ple alone.”’ 

These remarks were received with great 
amusement by the large crowd in the coun- 
cil chamber. Drs, Jones and Benson did 
not appear to be offended. 

Roast for Mr. Rice. 

Councilman Pope defended the ordinance 
and the board of health. 

‘We all understand,’ said he, ‘“‘that Mr. 
Rice is simply making a grand-stand play 
in what he has said. Heis speaking so that 
the people might hear him through the 
newspaper representatives who are here. I 
hold that it 1s the duty of the board of 
health to look after the health of the peo- 
ple. The beard is not trying to run the 
government, as Mr. Rice suggests, but it is 
merely after protecting the lives of our 
people. It is true the members of the board 
are elected by the council, but the board 
itself was created by the state, and the 
state has given it power to protect the 
health of the community. We have found 
that 80 per cent of local fever is found in 
well districts, and if the use of well water 
is responsible for this state of unhealthful- 
ness, then I say close the wells. I havea 
well on my property, but I am willing to 
fill it if necessary for the health of the 
community. Moreover, if this council says 
fill the wells, they will be filled if it takes 
the whole police force to do it.’’ 

Mr. Rice then moved that the ordinance 
be tabled, and the vote was as follows: 

For tabling--Rice, Turner, Kilpatrick, 
Day, LaHatte, Adair, Thomson, Parks, Mc- 
Cullough, Thompson—10. 
Against tabling—Mayson, 
dox, Burns, Holland, 
Dozier, Pope—9. 

Several councilmen voted in the negative 
because they favored sending the ordinance 
to a committee, and not because they were 
in favor of filling the wells.

The board of county commissioners will 
convene tomorrow morning as that is the 
time for the regular monthly meeting.

Few Changes from Sheet Made dus 
First of Year—Amendment to 
the Dog Law. 


The anti-smoke ordinance has collapsed 
and local manufacturers. and owners of 
large buildings will not be forced to place 
smoke consumers on their boilers. The city 
council killed the ordinance yesterday af- 
ternoon by a vote of fifteen to two, Alder- 
man Mayson, its author, and Councilman 
Roy being the only affirmative voters. 

This smoke agitation has been going for 
over a year. Council adopted an ordinance 
last May requiring all owners of estab- 
lishments where dense smoke was emitted 
to put on smoke consumers, Those inter- 


ested objected to the measure on the 
grounds there was no _ successful con- 


surner on the market. 

These citizens asked for a delay that 
they might test several devices, and coun- 
cil finally postponed the enforcement of 
the ordinance until June Ist of the pres- 
ent year. Councilman Hammond, how- 
ever, who fought the ordinance, introduced 
a repealing ordinance in June of last year, 
which was indefinitely tabled. 

It seems that the majority of the coun- 
cilmen have materally changed their views 
on the smoke question since last year. 
Councilman Hammond moved yesterday 
afternoon that his repealing ordinance be 
taken off the table. "Jhis motion was 
carried, and Mr. Hammond then moved 
that the ordinance be adopted. 

Alderman Mayson made a speech In fa- 
vor of consumers, He thought the smoke 
evil in Atlanta should be dispensed with 
and claimed there were several successful 
consumers in operation in Atlanta. He 
stated the postponement in the enforce- 
ment of the measure had been agreed to 
on the statement of those affected who 
said they wanted to make tests. Mr. May- 
son declared no tests hau been made, and 
that the property owners did not Want 
any smoke consumers,

The measure 
strikes the clause from the original or- 
dinance making the city pay 50 cents 
each for all dogs caught and brought to 
dog headquarters. This will no doubt be 
adopted.

Collins Park Line Wants To Cover 
Almost the Entire Cily, 


HAS PETITIONED THE COUNCIL 


It Is Claimed the Company Now Has 
$2,000,000 Back of It 


WOULD COMDEMN CONSOLIDATED LINES 


Council Refers the Matter to the Elec- 
tric Railway Committee—H. M. 
Atkinson Connected with the 
Company—What It Pro- 
poses To Do. 


The Collins Park and Belt Railroad Com- 
pany has filed application with the city 
council for franchises on nearly every im- 
portant business and resident street in the 
city. The paper was referred to the com- 
mittee on electric and other railroads yes- 
terday and will be considered by that body 
next week. 

This means that Atlanta will probably 
have two gigantic street car systems. The 
Collins Park line, of which J. C. Simmons 
is president, and Brandon & Arkwright at- 
torneys, is now backed by a capital, of 
$2,000,000, which will be spent on Atlanta 
extensions. It is the intention of the pro- 
moters to run to almost every part of 
the city, and to condemn the Consolidated 
tracks when necessary. It is safe to pre- 
dict a lively. war between these compa- 
nies. 

The application of the Collins Park Com- 
pany asks for franchises on the follow- 
ing streets:

One of the principal objects of Commis- 
sioner Stevens’s visit was to meet and talk 
cotton with J. P. Wiillams, one of the 
largest cotton dealers and shippers in the 
state. Mr. Williams has all along urged 
strongly the plan for a untform classifica- 
tion of the staple and Commissioner Stevens 
desired his views on the subject at length. 

The commissioner of agriculture has re- 
turned to Atlanta more strongly in favor of 
uniform classification than he has ever heen 
and more thoroughly convinced that by a 
uniform classification and wefght here in 
the south, the farmers of Georgia and the 
section will find better times than they have 
in the past few years. 

Commissioner Stevens spoke yesterday of 
the opposition that had arisen and which 
was bound to arise to the plan for uniform 
classification from. the internal shippers 
and cotton exchanges of the country. He 
stated that at the coming meeting of the 
agricultural society, at Quitman, in August, 
not only the friends of the plan would be 
invited to attend, but manufacturers of the 
raw material and those who are openly 
opposed to the passage of such a bill as that 
to be proposed to the next legislature. In 
the convention the matter will be fully dis- 
cussed and the wisdom or the itmpractica- 
bility of the plan there set forth. 
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Why should the County Board 
be turned over to the attorneys of 
the enterprises of the Atlanta Con- 
solidated’s guiding star?

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aggregate acreage in the states east of 
the Rocky mountains that furnish princli- 
ally the commercial supply (Ohio, Mich- 
gan, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and Kan- 
sas) approximates 12,704,600 acres as Col- 
trasted with 13,663,500 acres harvested in 
1898. The increased area in the southern 
states and on the Pacific coast has not 
only been sufficient to offset the decrease 
in the states enumerated, but to add some- 
thing over 300,000 acres to the acreage 
harvested the preceding season. 

Winter wheat, condition—The. full coun- 
try returns make the condition of winter 
wheat for the whole breadth 71 per cent 
as compared with 78.8 per cent last month, 
and 91.2 per cent last June. 

For the six commercial supply states 
east of the Rocky mountains, the condition 
stands at 64.9 per cent, which is 9.1 per 
cent lower than one month ago, and as 
compared with the corresponding date last 
year, it is 28.6 per cent lower. 

The condition on the Pacific coast (Call- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington) is_ re- 
surned as $1 per cent, a decline during 
the month of 15.5 per cent, but 9.3 per 
cent higher than the June condition last 
season. « 

Taking the commercial supply _ states, 
the decline in condition during May has 
been as follows: Ohlio, 4 per cent, aver- 
age 83; Michigan, 16 per cent, average 62; 
Indiana, 9 per cent, average 68; Illinols, 
ll per cent, average 49; Missourl shows 
no change, average 65, and Kansas, 10 
per cent, average 61. 

Undoubtedly these sharp declines reflect 
and discount, in some degree at least, the 
damage likely to be done by insects. While 
the weather in the main has been favor- 
| able since the middle of April, the severe 
winter sapped plant life of its vitality, and 
as a result it made no response to these 
later favorable characteristics of weatber, 
which would have tinsured a vigoreus 
growth and average yield under ordinary 
circumstances. On the contfary, there has 
been a steady and uniform decline in the 
rrospect since the opening of spring. Un- 
ike most other seasons, correspondents 
seem more or less puzzled to account for 
this deterioration in the face of conditions 
that would warrant an expectation of im- 
provement. While the Hessian fly will do 
some damage, it is not to be doubted that 
this year's comparatively small harvest 
will be more largely attributable to the 
severe winter than to any or all other 
causes combined. 

Over most of the area wheat fs in bloom. 
In the more southern sections of the belt 
it is heading. In some instances consider- 
able complaint is made that the straw 
and heads are short, and the latter not 
well filled. No damage has as yet fre- 
sulted from this cause, and at the moment 
it is not sufficiently prevalent to cause 
apprehension. 

Due to drought and hot winds, wheat in 
California has suffered a material decline 
during May. The average condition for 
the state is returned as 76 per cent, as 
against 102 per cent on May Ist and 62 per 
cent on the like date last year. 

The acreage in this state was largely In- 
creased this year, so that the present ihdl- 
cation, after duly allowing for the decline 
noted this month, still points to a harvest 
in the neighborhood of 40,000,000 bushels. 

The weather has been unseasonably ocld 
in Washington. The growth of winter 
wheat has been greatly retarded; crop Its 
weedy and the general condition has suf- 
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fered a considerable decline during May.

WEATHER CONDITIONS GOOD 


Corn Was Moderately Active, but 
Ruled Weak Almost from Star-. 
Provisions Steady. 


Chicago, June 5.—Grain markets today 
were strong to begin with, but closed at 
substantial declines. Wheat lost %c, corn 
%e and oats %c. Provisions showed little 
change. 

The start in wheat rather favored the 
bulls. Foreign markets showed good ad- 
vances. There was the usual selling by 
longs satisfied with ‘their profits, but the 
strength of foreign markets was influential 
enough to create a good buying demand, 
and for the first half hour trading was 
quite active. After that, however, new 
factors came into ‘the market on a dis- 
tinctly bearish colored and prices suf- 
fered in consequence. Crop repor’s 
throughout the west ang northwest were 
in the main decidedly favorable, those 
from the northwest predictim® the largest 
crop in years. Weather conditions were 
also more tavorable. The severest blow 
to the bulls, however, came fiom the 
visible supply figures. These showed an 
increase of 1,983, bushels. As a subdstan- 
tlal decrease has been looked for, the an- 
nouncement brought large quantities of 
long wheat into the market. Ohicago re- 
ceived $4 cars, 70 of which graded contract. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported 884 cars 
against 923 last week and 165 a year ago. 
There was a good export business done 
at the decline, about 230,000 bushels in ail. 
‘inal prices were ‘but a shade above the 
lowest of the day. July opened at 78t4c 
compared with 77%@77%c, the closing price 
Saturday.

THOMAN’S CROP REPORT. 


Winter Wheat Condition Lower—Acre- 
age in Corn Increased. 


From The New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 

The report, prepared by Mr. Thoman. 
covering condition and acreage estimates 
of the new cereal crops up to June list, 
is as follows: 

Winter wheat, acreage—The area now 
under cultivation to winter wheat is re- 
turned at 26,696,100 acres, as against 26,- 
368,700 acres harvested last year. 


The present condition of winter wheat 
Warrants an expectation of an aggregate 
harvest in the neighborhood of 300,000,000 
bushels on 26,696,100 acres, which would be 
equal to 11.3 bushlels per acre, as contrast- 
ed with 14.4 bushels per acre last year and 
a total ‘harvest of 381,000,000 bushels. The 
prospective ‘harvest for the six commercial 
supply states east of the Rocky mountains 
approximates 140,000,000 bushels on 12,704,000 
acres, or 11.0 bushels per acre, as against 
last year’s crop of 207,000,000 bushels on 13,- 


| of 15.1 


663,500 acres, on an average yield per acre 
bushels. 

The indicated winter wheat harvest for 
the Pacific coast states (California, Oregon 
and Washington) is about 5742 million bush- 
els, or 13.7 bushels per acre, as against last 
year’s harvest of 38,754,000 bushels, which 
equaled an average of 11.7 bushels per acre. 

Spring wheat acreage: Final inquiry as 
to this year’s acreage establishes an in- 
crease of 2.7 per cent for the whole Lreath. 

The increase in Minnesota and the Dako- 
tas approximates 2.1 per cent. The total 
area in these states is about 13,524,000 acres, 
as against 13,123,000 acres last year. 

The total breadth is 18,388,000 acres, while 
last year it wag 17,908,000 acres. 

Earlier in the season a larger increase 
was expected, but wet weather in_ north- 
ern parts of the Red river valley, in both 
North Dakota and Minnesota, interfered 
with seeding to such an extent as to no- 
ticeably curtail the acreage originally in- 
tended for wheat. As a result the areas of 
oats and flax will be largely increased in 
these sections. 

Spring wheat conditions: Over somewhat 
extensive area in the northern sections of 
the Lelt, no visible growth has been made, 
but the condition of the wheat that Is up !s 
returned as 93.1 per cent. This compares 
with 9.4 per cent last June, and 94.2 per cent 
on the like date in 1897. 

The condition of the wheat that is un fn 
the central and svuthern sections of Min- 
nesota and North Dakota, and in South 
Dakota, is given as 93.4°per cent, which 
compares with 94.4 per cent one year ago, 
and 94.5 per cent two years ago. 

Aside from the Jate seeding. conditions 
have been generally favorable to germina- 
tion and growth. The rather unfavorable 


coomparison of the present condition aver- 
ages with the two previous seasons is due 
more to the fact that the growth is not so 
advanced as in those vears, rather than to 
any actual or vital difference in vigor of 
growth, considering the tardy start; vital- 
ity of plant life, or less flattering possibill- 
tiles regarding this year’s probable produc- 
tion. 

Light frosts are reported to have occurred 
recently in the northwest, but no damage 
resulted. Seeding is now completed. or 
practically so, and taking the crop as a 
whole. the condition is highlv encouraging. 

Wheat acreage and condition: The com- 
bined area of snring and winter wheat an- 
nfoximates 45,038,600 acres, as against 44,- 
974 90) acres harvested last year. 

The condition of both spring and winter 
wheat is 80.5 per cent, while Inst year on 
the like date !t was ™.0 per cent. 

Corn acreage: Preliminary’ estimates 
place this year’s probable acreage at 84,- 
164.000 acres, which !Is an increase of 10.3 
per cent over last year’s harvested acreage. 

The seven commercial supply states (Ohio. 
Indiana, Tllinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas 
and Nebraska) show even a greater in- 
crease, at 15.5 per cent. The acreage in 
these states ageregate 44,696,00) acres. as 
contrasted with 39 729,000 acres harvested the 
preceding year. The indicated increase by 
states is: Ohio. 5 per cent: Indiana. 7 per 
cent: Illinois, 12: Tows, 15: Missouri, 12; 
Kansas. 16. and Nebraska, 14 per cent, 

Outside of these states there has been a 
general and heavy increase in acreage. 
Planting 1s progressing fairly well. but {fs 
somewhat delayed in Iowa and Missourt 
especially by the wet weather. Where corn 
is up no unustal incidents have occurred to 
mar the earlier stages of growth. Some 
cut worms are reported in the senthern 
sections of Ohio. Indiana, Tlilinois. Missouri 
and Kansas, and where the rainfall has 
been heavy the fields are in need of cultil- 
vation. In the first instance, no materIal 
inirrv has resulted. and in the second weeds 
and grass have not as yet interfered with 
the rowth.

Coiumbus. 

Columbus, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—A num- 
cer of gentiemen from West Point, Ga., 
were in the city Saturday to arrange de- 
tails regarding the right of way into the 
city of the Chattahoochee Valley railroad.
